GOVERNOR ZULICK's PROCLAMATION. 


P r e s c o t t , December 24th. — Governor 
Zulick to-day issued the following procla­ 
mation to the people of Arizona : 
T> tin: Citizen» of A rize.nn: It is with regret that 
I feel called upon to notice officially tlie inflam­ 
matory appeals made to the passions and pre­ 
judices ot the people of this Territory upon our 
Indian difficulties. 1 earnestly entreat the citi­ 
zens, by discountenancing lawlessness, to prove 
that Arizonians are yielding obedience to the 
law to furnish the highest test of citizenship. 
No wrong was ever corrected by sacrificing 
right. The peaceful Indians occupy the Sail 
Carlos reservation by authority of law", and tjie 
Federal Government will give them protection. 
An unlawful at aek upon them would aggra­ 
vate our present troubles and subject us to the 
just condemnation of the civilized world. The 
hostile Chiricahua Apaches, renegades, mur­ 
derers ami thieves, 1 am officially informed, 
will be pursued until their capture or utter de­ 
struction is effected. No effort will be spared 
by tlie Government to bring them to deserved 
punishment and give protection to life and 
property in Arizona. 1 therefore beseech the 
citizens to guard the good name of the Territory 
by discouraging the sentiment of unlawful 
deeds. Our peace and prosperity depend upon 
the maintenance of law and the preservation of 
order. I warn all evil-disposed persons that 
the [lowers of the Federal and Territorial Gov­ 
ernments will he evoked to preserve the rights 
and redress the w rongs oi all [lersons within 
our borders.

E l P a s o (Tex.), December 24th.—South­ 
ern anti Central New Mexico is wild with 
excitement over the ravages of the Indians, 
and in numerous localities the people are 
discussing the propriety of putting local 
troops in the field. 
A num ber of volun­ 
teers, well armed, are already out, and it is 
now stated that in the raid upon an Indian 
encampment early yesterday eleven savages 
were killed and thirty of their horses were 
captured. The party was mainly composed 
of Mexican residents, and acted under the 
guidance of Big Jim , a colored Deputy 
Sheriff. The raid took place before day­ 
light. The savages were encamped in the 
vicinity of the railroad, between Clifton 
and Lordsburg, and the volunteers ap­ 
proached them by riding on a train. The 
news reached Las Cruces to-day, having 
been brought by a runner, and had the 
effect of greatly quieting the people of the 
town. The savages all wore armed, but- 
were completely surprised and tied without 
making much resistance. The greater por­ 
tion of them escaped, threw down their 
arms and scattered through the mountains 
on foot. 
B oy K ilted by YVhisky—A M u rd e re r A r­ 
re ste d . 
P rescott, December 24th.—A five-year- 
old son of Coroner Patrick Ford died yes­ 
terday from the effects of whisky. The 
Coroner went yesterday to hold an inquest 
on the remains of Deputy Sheriff' Murphy, 
takiug a bottle of whisky and a boy along. 
H e stopped at a ranch, leaving the boy 
alone in the buggy, and while gone the boy 
drank nearly a pint of whisky from the 
bottle, dying from the effect.

Sheriff Murphy, was arrested at Ash Fork 
at noon yesterday, and is on his way here 
for trial.

The front door being open, the man 
did not go out, but turned around to enter 
the other rooms, when Conner ordered him 
out, and Lcngham struck at him with his 
fist. At that moment the lamp chimney 
went off and the lamp went out, and Con­ 
ner shot instantly, the bull hitting Leng- 
hatn just above the left eye, ranging up­ 
ward and out of the sku'i at the top.

a Senators salary of $5,000.

C h icag o , 
December 
25th. — A huge 
Christmas tree, bearing all kinds of gifts 
for the patients and attendants at the 
County 
Hospital, and lavishly 
illum ­ 
inated with wax candles, caught fire to-day, 
while a hundred or more people were 
packed closely about it. The tree and con­ 
tents blazed so tircely that the clothing of 
some twenty persons 
standing nearest 
caught fire. The flames were soon ex­ 
tinguished, and no one was seriously in­ 
jured.

C h ic a g o , 'December 25th.—The accident 
is somewhat more serious than at first re­ 
ported, several persons having been in­ 
jured in the rush for the door. Over 300 
persons were in the chapel when the acci­ 
dent occurred. W hen the fire started tlie 
small room was 
densely 
packed, and 
“Santa Claus” was forcing iiis way through 
the crowd to the tree to distribute tbe gifts. 
Suddenly a wreath of colored paper caught 
fire from a candle, and almost instantly tlie 
entire tree and contents were a pyramid of 
tlame. The garments of those next to the 
tree caught fire, and everyone rushed 
to 
the 
door 
in 
a panic. 
Before 
the room was half emptied 
of 
the 
crowd some one with a fire extinguisher 
subdued the flames and 
drenched the 
clothing which had caught fire. At least 
100 persons were injured, the greater part 
receiving bruises by being trampled on by 
their panic-stricken neighbors. A num ber 
of children patients had been brought into 
the chapel in their cots, and before they 
could be removed several suffered from 
smoke and fright, and one or two were 
slightly burned. The excitement was in­ 
tense, and but for the coolness of W ar­ 
den McGarigle and some attaches of the 
hospital, lives would certainly have been 
lost. 
T h e S uccess o f B is m a rc k ’s I’olicy. 
W a s h in g to n , December 25th.—Frederick 
Kaine, American Consul-General at Berlin, 
in the introduction to his annual report, 
writes briefly of the rise of the German 
Empire. Cautiously, but steadily, he says, 
the new system of Government was carried 
into execution. The almost uninterrupted 
flow of new laws was not retarded by a 
single inconsistency. They formed sym­ 
metrical parts of the structure that íong 
before its erection was planned by far-see­ 
ing statesmen. Sufficient financial and 
other means were abundantly on hand. 
W ith the establishment of the Empire 
an immense am ount of intellectual and 
moral forces, for centuries neutralized by 
petty rivalry between individual States of 
the confederation, became available, and 
Bismarck was prom pt in inviting and di­ 
recting them to higher aims. W ith their 
aid he was enabled to forge formidable in­ 
struments for the erection of new poli ical 
and other organizations, hardly thought of 
before. Mr. Inline embodies in liis report 
a series of tables, from which he deduces 
several interesting facts. The population 
area now comprised in the German Em ­ 
pire, which was 24,831,000 in 1816, had in ­ 
creased to 45,234,000 in 
1880, and at 
the 
present 
rate 
of 
increase 
it 
doubles 
once 
in 
forty-seven 
years. 
This is in excess of the growth of popula­ 
tion in any of the neighboring powers. 
Great Britain, Mr. llainesays, doubles her 
population in fittv-one years, the Nether­ 
lands in fifty-two years, Denmark in fifty- 
four years, Austria in sixty and one-half 
years. Belgium in sixty-one years, while 
France requires two hundred years to 
double her population at the present rates. 
Im migration from the Empire shows a 
steady and marked decrease since 1881, 
from which fact Mr. Raine argues that 
either the economical condition of Ger­ 
many has improved, the attractive force of 
America has decreased or Bismark’s colo­ 
nial policy is proving successful. 
This 
policy is meeting with universal approval 
throughout the Empire. 
The German 
Colonial Association, formed two years 
ago, spread with great rapidity. Tlie first 
acquisition 
was 
made b y ' a Bremen 
firm of traders, 
the area being 
900 
German square miles in South Africa. 
The traders applied for and received recog­ 
nition from the home Government, and 
other traders speedily followed their ex­ 
ample, possession being thus acquired in 
East Africa, Cameroon, Augra, Paquena 
and other South Sea Islands. It is now pro­ 
posed that all associations and companies 
which arc endeavoring to promote German 
colonial interests shall be federated, and 
the question, Mr. llainesays, will be con­ 
sidered at a meeting shortly to be held in 
Berlin. The Government lias recently sub­ 
sidized two lines of steamships to run be­ 
tween the parent country and the col­ 
onies, 
and 
a 
third 
line 
has . just 
been 
established 
by 
private 
enter­ 
prise 
between 
Hamburg" and 
Congo. 
Mr. Raine describes another colonial enter­ 
prise of a novel character, which is now in 
successful operation. Three or four years 
ago. he says, several hundred thousand 
tramps infested Germany, and drew many 
millions, annually bestowed in charity. A 
clergyman first 
suggested the 
plan of 
colonizing these people, and with the aid of 
men of wealth, secured tracts of waste, or 
partly cultivated land in W estphalia, where 
he organized a workmen's colony. Local 
committees were everywhere formed, which 
counseled the withholding of alms uud the 
bestowal of an equivalent sum to the new 
colonial scheme, and the tramps were com­ 
pelled to emigrate to the colony in large 
numbers. They were washed, provided witii 
clothing and furnished with employment as 
farm laborers. Gradually, in tlie progress 
of colonization, they found work at their 
respective trades, and many of them be­ 
came useful members of society. The rest 
found their way to the workiiouse. The 
Emperor and many influential men of the 
Empire took a deep interest in the matter, 
and at present such colonics are established 
in all the colonies and States of Germany. 
Mr. Raine discusses exhaustively the con­ 
ditions of the German trade, industries and 
influences, including the new protective 
policy of the Government affecting them. 
He finds that manufacturers are complain­ 
ing more of low prices thant of want of 
opportunities to dispose of thei>- goods. The 
prices obtained do not yield the desired 
profits, but in nearly all branches of m anu­ 
facture there is plenty of work, and new 
industrial establishments are being created. 
W liat C h eek D id —‘'.A T hief, S co u n d rel, 
K n av e an d L ia r.” 
St. Lol ls, December 25th.—Information 
comes from Clinton, Mo., that Silas E. 
Cheek, a prom inent real estate loan agent 
of that place, is a defaulter for over $100,­ 
000. The utm ost confidence was placed in 
his integrity until recently, and the banks 
had given him credit far beyond his means 
and honored liis drafts for large amounts. 
About two weeks ago F. C. Nichols, of 
Bridgeport, Conn., arrived in Clinton to 
look alter a mortgage on property belong­ 
ing to Orton 1!. Jones. 
He discovered that 
the name on the mortgage was fictitious, 
and the mortgage a forgery. Cheek had 
forged the name on the records to a bogus 
mortgage, and had defrauded him out of 
$7,300. To save himself, Cheek gave a deed 
of irust on his property for the amount, 
and 
the 
same 
day 
gave 
another 
deed of trust to save his friends, who had 
advanced him money, and then left for 
Canada. He has not been heard (rom since. 
His manner of obtaining money was to 
forge names to bogus deeds of trust, im ­ 
print the Recorder's seal upon the docu­ 
ments, which he could easily do, as he had 
access to the Recorder's office at all times. 
The deeds thus appearing all right, he had 
no trouble in obtaining money on them. 
As these papers are not recorded, it is im­ 
possible to tell who are defrauded, but the 
following parties have been heard from :

Jacksonville, 111.; John Hurd, Joseph A.

T e rrib le C rim es in T ex as. 


A u s t in (Texas), December 25th.—Two 
terrible crimes were committed in this city 
last night after midnight, which will un­ 
doubtedly result in three deaths, and no 
telling how many lyuchines. 
During the 
[iast year, Austin has been horrified every 
few weeks by some dastardly attack on 
servant women, both white and colored. 
Fully a dozen servants have been outraged 
and eight murdered within this period. 
The crimes all bore evidence of being per­ 
petrated and planned by the same persons. 
Every effort has been made to apprehend 
the criminals, and skillful detectives have 
been employed. Many negroes have been 
arrested and put through rigid examinations 
but nothing came of the efforts. Many 
citizens and some officials held to the 
theory that the crimes weie perpetrated by 
some insane individual, who cunningly 
devised how he could shed women’s blood 
without apprehension. About midnight 
last night \V. H. Hancock, a well-to-do 
carpenter, residing at 203 W ater street, was 
awakened by groans. 
Entering his wife’s 
chamber, adjoining, he found her vacant 
bed covered with blood spots. He followed 
the trail out of the front door, around 
the 
house 
and 
into 
the 
hack 
yard, where he found his wife weltering 
in a pool of blood. 
S .e 
had been 
struck twice across the head and face 
with a blunt ax, and her skull fractured. 
Although still alive, the physicians say the 
lady will surely die from her wounds. Mrs. 
Hancock is aged 40, and still handsome. 
She bore an unblemished character. 
In 
the midst of the great excitement produced 
by this outrage, the citizens were appalled 
at learning ol a still greater crime, perpe­ 
trated about the same hour, several squares 
distant. At 1 o’clock, Mrs. Phillips, re­ 
siding at 308 Hickney street, was awak­ 
ened by the cry of her grandson. Enter­ 
ing her son Jam es Phillips’ room, she 
found 
the 
infant 
on 
the bed 
cov­ 
ered 
with 
blood, and Phillips 
lying 
senseless from a 
terrible blow across 
the 
head. 
Ella Phillips, his 
wife, 
was missing. The frightened neighbors 
followed the bloody trail again, and found 
lier body lying in the back yard of the ad­ 
joining premises. Death had resulted from 
a blow on the forehead with an ax. Across 
the body lay heavy rails, and her person 
had been outraged. There is no clue to 
either crime. 
The excitement on the 
streets during the day has been very great, 
and Christmas was forgotten. The Mayor 
called a meeting of citizens at the State 
House, and nearly 1,000 
attended. 
A 
Committee of Public Safety was organized. 
The feeling over these last outrages is in- 
terse, and a house-to-house search for the 
bloody-handed murderers will probably 
be made. 
1 h e Silk In d u s try . 
New Y o r k , December 25th.—Ex-Consul 
Peixotto is home from Lyons. 
He is rec­ 
ognized as authority on silk, and br­ 
ing interviewed, he said: 
“ The advance 
in raw silks began in the first week in No­ 
vember. An Italian syndicate was formed, 
with a capital of 20,000,000 of francs, and 
succeeded without difficulty in obtaining 
the 
control 
of 
the principal 
m ar­ 
kets. 
The business in silk goods for 
several years has hardly paid luore than 
investments in United States bonds. A de­ 
pression in the silk trade, except for cer­ 
tain novelties of extremely limited produc­ 
tion, has universally prevailed. Notwith­ 
standing all this, so varied and diversified 
have been the uses to which silk iias been 
adapted, that the consumption lias all along 
equalled the production, some few leading 
fabrics have from time to time yielded 
handsome profit, but in a comparatively 
insignificant amount. 
The reeling and 
throwing mills in France, Italy and Spain 
were 
abandoned 
by hundreds. 
The 
wretched raiser of silk fell a prey to the 
capitalist, and was either driven to ruin 
outright 
or 
to 
mortgages. 
H alf 
of 
the properties in France, and perhaps 
as many in Italv, are under mortgage 
to-day, while thousands are closed and 
literally crumbling to pieces. 
In tbe face 
of this condition of things, viewing the 
actual state of the stocks on hand, the fact 
of the manufacturers being all but denuded 
of supplies, having bought only from hand 
to 
mouth for years past, where for­ 
merly they 
carried 
targe 
quantities, 
the 
powerful syndicate above alluded 
to organized 
its 
campaign 
and 
has 
until now-successfully prosecuted its work. 
I consider this work to be legitimate, hav­ 
ing for its object the perm anent revival of 
the silk industry, as well as for the imme­ 
diate profit of its intelligent and enterpris­ 
ing promoters. Silk has advanced in the 
[iast two m onths from ten to twenty per 
cent. Taking all sorts, the average* has 
been fully 15 per cent. It is destined to go 
higher. The demand for pure tissues has 
partially revived, and it will positively con­ 
tinue. 
Pure black silk goods will again 
become as popular as they were in the good 
old tim e when our mothers never consid­ 
ered themselves dressed without a black 
silk gown, the most elegant garm ent a 
woman can wear.” 
C h a irm a n sh ip o f tlie H o u se L a b o r C om - 
m ilte e . 
St. Louis, December 25th.—Congressman 
O’Neill, ot this city, who is is mentioned as 
the probable Chairman of the Committee 
on Labor of the House of Representatives, 
arrived at home to-day, and was met by 
various leaders of the labor interests to 
proffer their support to him . O’Neill depre­ 
cated any action on their part, not wishing 
to embarrass theSpeaker in his selection of 
committees, and said :

given, and that both Parnell and Davitt 
are quietly waiting to see the promises ful­ 
filled. 
Should absolute home rule in 
local affairs he given to Ireland, m any 
believe it would be used as a lever 
to widen the breach, 
and ultim ately 
secure entire independence. Indeed, it is 
said to-night that Davitt, in a conversation 
with a prominent Radical last year, in­ 
sisted that a separate Parliam ent foi Ire­ 
land should be immediately established at 
Dublin, and further declared that its first 
duty would be to sanction the organization 
of rifle clubs throughout Ireland, with a 
5 view of preparing Irishm en for the strug­ 
gle with England, which was sure to come. 


A M o d ern S au l o f T a rsu s. 
David W hitmer, who died in Missouri 
the other day, was a sincere believer in the 
divine origin of Mormonism. As the last 
survivor of tbe “witnesses” who beheid 
tlie [dates of gold which Joseph Smith 
claimed to have found in Western New 
York, and as one of the men who helped 
transcribe the Book ot Mormon as the 
strange characters on the plates were in­ 
terpreted by Smith, he has been for many 
years an object of great interest to Mor­ 
mons as well as to the people in general. 
In the Missouri neighborhood where Air. 
W hitm er has lived for more than a genera­ 
tion he has been highly esteemed. 
Full of 
kindness and charity, scrupulously honest 
and truthful, hospitable ami just, on only 
one point has liis word ever been doubted, 
and even as to that his friends have charit­ 
ably conceded his sincerity while believing 
that he was made the victim of designing 
meu. 
W hitm er's own account of the 
alleged miraculous discovery of the Book 
of Alormon is well known. 
lie did not see 
the vision which Smith claims to have seen 
and he did not go with him to the hill where 
Smith claims to have found the golden 
plates,but he did see the plates covered with 
meaningless hieroglyphics, and in the pres­ 
ence of two or three other pious men he 
heard Smith, acting ostensibly under super­ 
natural power and intelligence, translate 
the characters, and as Smith dictated he 
and his companions wrote. A few days 
later he and the others were on the high­ 
way together when a great light broke 
upon them, a mysterious power smote them 
to the earth, and a voice awesome in its 
scope commanded them to bear witne— to 
the truth of that which they had seen and 
heard. 
David W hitm er was convinced, 
and to his dying day he testified on all 
occasions to the divine origin of the work, 
which he regarded as a supplement to the 
Bible. That he was deceived and imposed 
upon by the fanatics and charlatans who 
founded the order, goes without saying, 
but that he was him self cognizant of the 
swindle has never been alleged. 
He was a 
very religious man, and he had carried his 
devotions to a point where he became an 
easy victim to designing men. Following the 
new sect to the West, he presently disagreed 
with the more fanatical leaders*and when 
the Brigliamitc schism occurred he prac­ 
tically abandoned the leaders of his Church, 
they going to Utah and he remaining in 
Alissouri. .Since that time lie has lost no 
opportunity to attack the false doctrines 
taught in Salt Lake and to make light of 
the alleged revelations received in that 
quarter on the subject of polygamy, hut as 
to the original “ miracles” he has never 
wavered. Taking everything into consid­ 
eration, his character and the well-known 
villainy of several of the men with whom 
he was early associated, the only inference 
that can be drawn is that bo was deceived 
for a time, but that when the scales fell 
from his eyes he was still blinded as to 
events which lie might have explained as 
easily on the theory of false pretense as he 
did the revelation concerning plural mar- 
riago. 
Ho was too good a man to be mis­ 
led in the direction of vice, but lie was not 
sm art enough to detect the imposition 
practiced upon him earlier, and which 
paved the way to the brutal worship in 
Utah, which he never ceased to deprecate. 
The Mormon authorities have made many 
efforts to secure possession of the m anu­ 
script copy of the Book of Mormon, which 
he always kept, and now that he is dead 
they will probably renew negotiations with 
his heirs.—[Chicago Herald.

That there 
were those in the South who—through all 
the vicissitudes of that terrible struggle— 
remained steadfast loyalists, the country 
has had abundant proof. 
Individual cases 
of suffering and persecution at the hands of 
that misguided people who sought to dis­ 
rupt the Union in the hope of perpetuating 
slavery, were frequently recited during the 
war, hut tiie avenues of communication 
were then so few and uncertain that 
the 
real 
inside 
history 
of 
the re­ 
bellion was little 
known to, or ap­ 
preciated by, the people of the North. 
The latter were, moreover, so absorbed 
in their own anxiety for the safety of the 
Union, and their hearts and minds so full 
of the stirring events of tiie times, that 
they had little opportunity to think of 
their equally loyal brethren of the South 
who were—like tiie Christians of old— 
undergoing persecution at the hands of 
their neighbors because of the faith that 
was in them. And, while—in common 
with 
the great 
mass of citizens—tve 
view with repugnance any and all ill-timed 
efforts to re-open the wounds of the war, 
or to “ flaunt the bloody sliirt” (which 
should long ago have been cleansed of its 
gory stains), we do not deem it out of 
place to refer to the sufferings and persecu­ 
tions which were visited upon one of the 
leading Unionists in the South. These per­ 
secutions were inaugurated because here- 
fused to barter his loyalty and love of 
country for the sake of citizenship under a 
government whose foundation was to tie 
the institution of hum an slavery. Tiie 
facts art; related—not for tiie purpose of re­ 
flecting upon the people of the South who 
followed the fortunes of “ the lost cause “ 
—hut to do justice to the memory oí a man 
whose loyalty remained steadfast through 
all m anner of wrong and persecution. 


F A IT H F U L AMONG T H E F A IT H L E SS . 
In 18(11, when the Southern States were 
holding conventions and considering ordi­ 
nances of secession, the adoption of which 
the ]>eople supposed was all that was re­ 
quired to lift a State, as it were, bodily out 
of the Union, one of these gatherings was 
held at the Capital of Louisiana, in the 
month of January. W hile an ordinance 
declaring the State to have severed its con­ 
nection with the Union was under consid- 
ation, Hon. Jam es G. Taliaferro, Delegate 
from the I’arish of Catahoula, arose and 
made a strong speech against secession. 
Although lie stood almost alone in that 
body as the defender of the Union, hecoiu- 
manded the attention of the fire-eating 
members of the Convention. Judge Talia­ 
ferro was at that time one of the wealthiest 
and most prominent planters in the State. 
His possessions along tiie Mississippi were 
considered the finest in the p arish ; and, 
although the owner of several hundred 
slaves, he was known to be one of the few 
progressive and far-seeing men in the South 
who believed that tlie country would he 
better oil' if slavery were abolished. 


D E FEN D IN G T H E U N IO N . 
This gentleman, who had the courage 
thus to stand up in opposition to his neigh­ 
bors and defend the Union, was an uncle of 
a well-known citizen of Sacramento—Rob­ 
ert Williamson. From papers and letters 
in possession of the latter we are enabled 
to gather some interesting facts concerning 
the action of that Convention, and also of 
the persecutions which were visited upon 
Judge Taliaferro because of his steadfast 
adherence to the Union. During his re­ 
marks in the Convention he said: 
“ Several of the gentlemen who have 
preceded me took occasion to express their 
strong attachm ent for Louisiana, and the 
deep interest' they feel in her prosperity 
and welfare, and offered these as the leading 
reasons which induce them to support this 
monstrous measure. Sir, I have lived in 
Louisiana more than fifty years, and from 
early childhood. All my interests, asso­ 
ciations and feelings are closely- con­ 
nected with her wellbeing. 
All that 
1 have of worldly goods, and of worldly 
hopes and aspirations are centered in Lou­ 
isiana. The soil of Louisiana covers the 
bones of very many of those who were 
near and dear to m e; and that soil, at a 
day not far distant, will envelop my own. 
Sir, I am behind 110 man in attachm ent to 
Louisiana. I am unable to see that higher 
and grander position which gentlemen say 
Louisiana is to assume by the act of seces­ 
sion. Clouds and darkness, rather, are be­ 
fore me. The dimness of age. perhaps, 
prevents me from penetrating the gloom 
and seeing the bright skies and green fields 
beyond. In the exercise of my best judg­ 
ment, and under my- honest convictions of 
the ruinous tendency of this measure, I 
must pronounce it an act of madness and 
of folly. Sir, I vote nay!" 
At the conclusion of liis remarks he 
off ered the following, and asked that it he 
spread upon the journal of the Convention, 
which request was refused: 
“ I oppose the act of secession because, 
in my deliberate judgnfent, the wrongs 
alleged as the canse of the movement 
m ight he redressed under the Constitution 
by an energetic execution of the laws of 
the United Slates, and that, standing on 
the guarantees of the Constitution, in the 
Union, Southern rights might be trium ­ 
phantly maintained under the protection 
and safeguards which the Constitution 
affords. 
“ Recause, in secession, I see no remedy 
for the actual and present evils complained 
of, and because the prospective evils de­ 
picted so gloomily tnay never com e; and 
if they should, the inalienable right to re­ 
sist tyranny and oppression might then he 
exercised as well and successfully as now. 
“ Because I see no certainty that the 
seceding States will ever be confederated 
again; none that the border Stales will 
secede at al 1; and if they should, I see no 
reliable ground for believing that they 
would incorporate themselves with the 
Gulf or cotton States in a new government. 
1 see no surety-, cither, that Texas will 
unite with them. 
“ Because the ' lu’f or cotton States alone, 
were they to unite in a separate confeder­ 
acy, would be without the elements of 
power, indispensable in the formation of a 
government to take a respectable rank 
among the nations of the earth. 
“ Because I believe that peaceable seces­ 
sion is a right unknown to the Constitution 
of the United States; that it is a most 
dangerous and mischievous principle in the 
structure of any governm ent; and when 
carried into the formation of the contem­ 
plated Confederacy of the Gulf States will 
| render it powerless for good, and complete 
‘ its incapacity to afford the people perm an­ 
ent security for their lives, liberty and 
property. 
“ Because it is mv solemn and deliberate 
conviction that the distraction of the South­ 
ern States by separate secession will defeat 
the purpose it is intended to accomplish, 
and that its certain results will be to im ­ 
pair instead ot strengthening the security 
of Southern institutions. 
“ Because the proper status of Louisiana 
is with the border States, with which na­ 
ture lias connected her by the majestic 
river which flows through her limits ; and 
government 
her is unnatu­ 
ral and antagonistic to her obvious interests 
and destiny. 
“ Because, bv separate secession, the State 
relinquishes all its rights within the Gov­ 
ernm ent, it surrenders its equal rights to 
the common Territories—to the vast public 
domain of the United States, and to the 
property of every kind belonging to the 
nation. And for this reason I oppose seces­ 
sion as being emphatically submission. 
“ Because secession may bring anarchy 
and war. as it will assuredly bring ruinous 
exactions upon property, in the form of 
direct taxation, a withering blight upon 
the prosperity of the State, and a fatal 
prostration of all its great interests. 
" Because, the act of dissolving the ties 
which connect Louisiana with the Federal 
Union is a revolutionary act, that this 
Convention is. of itself, without legitimate 
power to perform. Convened without au­ 
thority from the people of the Slate, and 
re/using to subm it its action to them for 
their sanction in the grave and vital act ot 
i changing their Government, this Conven­ 
tion violates the great and fundam ental 
principle of American Government, that 
the will of the people is supreme.” 


T H V P R IC E OF LO YA LTY . 
The above protest was published at the 
time throughout the United States and 
England, and attracted much comment, but 
Judge Taliaferro's remacks in the Conven­ 


tion have never before been published. He 
did not, like many weaker-minded men of 
the South who were loyalists at heart, al­ 
low himself to be either coaxed or driven 
into taking un arms against the Govern­ 
ment. hut maintained his loy alty through­ 
out the war. 
Himself and his sons paid 
dearly, bow-.ver, for their devotion to the 
Union cause. 
They were driven from 
their 
comfortable 
home 
and hunted 
through the swamps with bloodhounds. 
His two sons made their escape into the 
Union lines and offered their services to 
the Government. One of these sons, in a 
recent letter to his relative here, say s: 
“ I have never regretted the step I took, 
and would do the same again under simi­ 
lar circumstances. 
Although the war 
ruined us, as it did everyone else here, 
yet it is glory enough for me to know that 
slavery was wiped out and the rebellion 
squelched, and that 1 had a hand in clean­ 
ing out Jeff Davis A Co. This part of the 
country having been scotirged by civil 
war, unborn generations will pass away be­ 
fore it again recovers its prestige. All ac­ 
counts you read in the papers about this 
part of th- vineyard being in such a pros­ 
perous ^ .million are overdrawn. 
They 
are gotton up to gull people and to aid the 
Democratic party in m aintaining the as- 
cendeocy.” 
Other letters received from that part of 
flic South contain sim ilar tales of indigni­ 
ties and cruelties that were heaped upon 
loyal men—of farms despoiled; of men 
being driven to the swamps, hunted down 
with hhiodbounds. imprisoned or con­ 
scripted into tiie Confederate army. 
Upon 
Judge Taliaferro, among others,'the heel 
of the oppr -sur was heavily planted. The 
levees protecting his line plantation were 
cut and the waters of the Mississippi 
turned in upon the land, which is to-day 
but a willow-covered swamp, 
liis cotton, 
buildings, horses, mules, etc., were burned 
or stolen, and the family scattered. At the 
close of the war, although 
financially 
ruined, the Judge came prom inently to the 
front, and rendered valuable service's to his 
State and the nation during those trying 
years in which the machinery of govern­ 
ment was being put in working order, and 
the late rebellious States reconstructed. He 
was finally called to the Supreme Bench, a 
position which he tilled with m arked abil­ 
ity until his death, a few years ago. lie was 
a shining example of genuine, unselfish 
loyalty : and his memory deserves a warm 
place in the hearts of his countrymen, who 
are to-day enjoying the blessings of peaee, 
and all tiie glory and pride ut American 
citizenship. 
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A SONG OK GOOD COUNSEL.

The ‘ swifts’ do this,and 
you will acknowledge that if to live is to 
move, act and travel, then birds live more 
in the space of time than any other creat­ 
ures.”

somewhere out of space. 
44 One would think they couldn't see 
near-by things so well, but they seem to he 
equally good at far-siglit, near-sight and 
quick-sight.”

The assumption that marriage offers to a 
woman the highest development is open to 
question. The norm al condition of wife- ; 
hood and motherhood, with the multifa­ 
rious duties involved, is a serious drawback ; 
to industrial, public or professional life. 
To do any consecutive work a single life 
is almost necessary to a woman. 
The 
married woman develops the special quali­ 
ties of wifehood and motherhood often, 
most always, at the cost of general devel­ 
opment. Fam ily duties, which are again 
an impetus to the career of men, crush 
and annihilate the woman. 
Marriage de­ 
mands from her that every thought, every 
talent, every project should be subordinated 
to its overwhelming claims. 
In it her in­ 
dividuality is weakened, and sometimes 
absolutely effaced. 
She lias not the time 
even to continue those habits of physical 
exercise and healthy 
recreation 
which 
m aintain the elasticity and vigor of her 
unmarried sister; she cannot command for 
herself those conditions of life which con­ 
duce to health. 
On the other hand, the 
num ber of unmarried women increases 
voluntarily, and not of necessity. 
The 
mental life of these fortunate and superior 
creatures is fe e and untraium elcd. 
The 
single woman’s tastes arc various ami re­ 
fined—her opportunities 
for cultivating 
them practically 
unlimited. 
W hether 
it he in the direction of 
society, or 
art, or travel, or philanthropy, or public 
duty, or a combination of many of these, 
there is nothing to hinder her from follow­ 
ing her own will—no restrictions hut those 
of her own conscience and right principles. 
From her stronghold of happiness and 
freedom she can help the weak and pro­ 
tect the poor. She is fitted to till a place 
which has always stood empty in the his­ 
tory of the world—that of a lovingand tender 
woman, armed with official power to re­ 
dress the wrongs of women and children, 
whose nature and necessities arc Known 
only to her. W hile losing none of the fun 
and gayety of life, she is called by religious 
conviction to stand face to face and band 
to hand with suffering. To he loving and 
tender is her nature, hut love and tender­ 
ness do not reach tlieir highest expression 
in the personal relations. 
If the love of 
the mother grows by continually rendering 
services to her child, the love of the woman 
grows by the protection she gives to many 
children and unbefriended, lonely girls. 
As the mother benefits two or three, the 
single woman may 
benefit 
thousands. 
W hen she throws the weight of her intel­ 
lect, her influence, her enthusiasm, on the 
side of the neglected and friendless, she 
sacrifices these gifts to the noblest pur­ 
poses of which hum anity is capable. The 
social, legal, political interests of women, 
children and young girls are the charge of 
the femme libre of the future. 
In this di­ 
rection is found her new and sacred func­ 
tion.—[W estminster Review. 
SOCIAL ETIQUETTE. 
The difference of national interpretations 
of etiquette are comically illustrated in a 
little story told by a lady in W ashington so­ 
ciety. 
A Japanese gentleman called on her 
one day just before luncheon. 
As it was a 
first, and. presumably, ceremonious call, 
she naturally expected it would he brief. 
To her surprise, lie accepted her invitation 
to lunch, and, that domestic rile over, lie 
still stayed. The hours wore on, and he 
did not go. The lady was wearied beyond 
endurance. Dinner time came. The lady’s 
husband came, and still the gentleman from 
Japan stayed on.

O N E OF f a s h i o n ’s F O L L IE S. 
Every woman who writes letters, and 
few of them grow too old and indifferent 
to make up a combination of postcripts, 
must now be provided with a seal and its 
adjuncts. The outfit consists of a small 
tray, and on it a matchbox, a lamp, or 
candle and stick, a box containing sticks of 
wax oi various colors and the seal itself. 
These outfits come in great varieties and 
many of them are very handsome. The 
cheapest are of the polished eop]>er ware 
and the most expensive are made of ster­ 
ling silver and elaborately ornamented. 
The prices run from $1 50 up to $15 and 
$20 a set. The seals cost about the same, 
the price varying according to the handle. 
Some handles are made of copper, some of 
carved wood, and others of ivory and sil­ 
ver. The engraving of the seal-plates in­ 
creases the price. 
The stationers and 
jewelers are doing a brisk business just 
now in working at coats-of-arms, crests, 
monograms and initial letters. 
A mono­ 
gram costs between $2 and $3, and crests 
and coats-of-arms are charged for according 
to the amount of delicate detail there is in 
the work.—[Philadelphia Press.

B R EA D -M A K IN G . 


I level teaspoonful of salt into your bread- 
j howl and [dace the howl where it and its 
¡ contents can get slightly warm. 
W hen the 
I yeast cake is dissolved, make a well in the 
I middle of your flour, having first taken out 
1 a pint, pour in the yeast and mix with it, 
j using a wooden spoon, the flour directly 
surrounding it. 
Then 
mix with tepid 
water by degrees—the way they say lawyers 
go to lieaven—the rem ainder of the flour; 
about a pint and a half will do for the white 
Hour, a little more for the entire wheat. 
And when at last the spoon dough-fettered help­ 
less stands, 
I phiek it forth, and in I go with both my hands. 
And now you’ll see what the pint of flour 
was reserved for. To flour the dough and 
your fists so that you can knead for about 
ten minutes w ithoutanv unpleasant amount 
of stickiness. 
Fists? Yes, indeed, for bread tit to bo eaten 
lias always been by some one’s lists well beaten. 
W hen the dough no longer clings to your 
hands shape it. give it an approving pat or 
two. o v e r with a thick cloth—a bit of old 
blanket is good—and leave it to rise. Set 
at it o’clock at night and left in a moderate­ 
ly warm room, it will he ready for the 
finishing touches early in the morning. In 
j the morning give it a light kneading, divide 
, it into loaves, two large or three small ones, 
grease your bread pans with a little butter, 
place your loaves in them—they, the loaves, 
m ust only' half fill them —and leave it to 
rise again. 
W hen risen to the top of the 
pans, which will he in an hour, more or 
less, put it in a good oven and bake for an­ 
other hour. And if the bread is not good, 
send hill for loss and damages to me and 
make any way you choose in future. One 
word more on this subject, 
lie sure and 
have your dough as soft as you can handle 
it. Stiff bread, like stiff-necked people, is 
not nice. W ater is ( heap. 
Use a little 
more than I have specified if you find you 
need it. 
STRAY H O U SE H O LD H IN T S. 
Many coo!* consider it a great improve­ 
ment upon ordinary apple sauce which is 
to be served with roast goose, or with pork, 
to rub it through a colamler, and then to 
beat it with a spoon until it is very light 
and almost like pulp. 
A light cake is made by this recipe: One 
cup of sugar, two eggs, half a cup of melted 
butter, one and a quarter cups of milk, two 
teaspoonfuls of cream-of-tartar and one 
teaspoonful of soda. Add flour enough to 
make a stiff batter. Bake twenty minutes 
in a good oven. 
An omelette with oysters is a pleas­ 
ant luncheon dish. Beat six eggs very 
light, season with a little salt and pepper, 
and mix with half a cup of cream. 
Pour 
the m ixture into the frying-pan, in which 
a tablcspoonful of butter has been melted, 
hut not browned. 
Add twelve large oys­ 
ters, brown delicately, fold and serve. 
This sweet dish is recommended : 
Boil 
some rice quite soft, and when it is dry 
mix it with a boiled custard of three eggs 
and a pint of m i’k, flavored with vanilla; 
maraschino may he added. Add a little 
stewed fruit or jam and a h a lfa p in to f 
whipped cream. Mix thoroughly; pour it 
into a mold, set in the ice until quite firm, 
and then turn it into a dish and serve. 
In decorating dinner-tables aim to break 
away from the former stiff' and formal 
method of arranging flowers, 
instead of a 
large bouquet of conventional shape in the 
center of the taldc, decorate as far as possi­ 
ble all the space in the center of the table 
not needed for dishes. An artificial pond 
extending the length of the table, with 
floating water lilies,waving reeds and gold­ 
fish swimming about is an example. 
It is 
the great cry’ now to “ give us something 
new.” 
Recipe for making delicious cheese straws. 
H alf a pound of dried flour, quarter of a 
pound of butter, quarter of a pound of par­ 
mesan, gruyere or other cheese, one sait- 
spoonlul of salt, a pinch of mustard, and a 
veryr little cayenne pepper. Mix well to­ 
gether and “ bind ” with the whites of two 
eggs. If the paste is too dry, add a little 
cold water. Knead well and roll out the 
paste until it is about an eighth of an inch 
thick, and then cut it intostrips like straws 
or folded lamp-lighters, about five inches 
long, leaving.them on the pastry4 hoard a 
few minutes to dry. Then brown them 
delicately in a quick oven. They should 
be a pale brown, and mav be served hot or 
cold.

a day until the disease has left (he system. 
The quinine allays the fever, and is good 
for the inflamed throat, is a lino tonic, and 
so iar has cured every case we have had. to 
the num ber of about 150. 
In the early 
spring we had several very severe ca es 
that I am sure we would have lost hut for 
the quinine; these were yearlings, and we 
gave 20 grains (about) twice a day. 
O'.dt r 
horses you can give 00 grains a day in two 
doses. 
W henever you have fever use 
quinine freely, no m atter w hat the disease. 
It is almost a specific for lung fever and 
pneumonia. 
I have cured two cases of 
lockjaw in sucklings this sum m er with 
quinine and altropliia. 20 drops of the latter 
to a dose. 
We are not particular to weigh 
the quinine; we guess a t a dose, put it in a 
spoon, and [dace on the tongue without 
elevating the head or exciting the animal. 
We pul! the tongue to one side, insert the 
spoon, turn it over and wipe on the tongue, 
it is easy to administer and the anim al gets 
it all. It is perfectly safe, and little, if any, 
danger in giving too m uch. If you wish 
any further information, will he pleased to 
write you on the subject. 
1 have used 
quinine for four or live years, and always 
with good results.” 


B A LK Y (? ) H O R SES. 
A writer in Our Dumb Animals says: 
I 
have several times seen in your paper com­ 
munications in regard to “ balkv" horses, 
suggesting annoying if not cruel' methods 
of starting them, and which were printed 
without comment, so far as 1 remember. 
The piece in the November num ber I was 
rather surprised at, taken from the ¡lome 
and Farm. 
It speaks of a horse as 44 crazy," 
recommending several things. The only 
reasonable one, I consider, is that he should 
not be whipped. IÍ drivers of horses exer­ 
cised as much sense as tlieir horses there 
would he far less trouble in managing 
them. Some years ago I had the good for­ 
tune to purchase a 44 balky ' mare—high- 
spirited, active, docile, only needing kind 
treatm ent to make her a most valuable an­ 
imal, both for saddle and harness. This 
high spirit and promptness in starting 
makes the difficulty. The driver is alarmed 
and fears the horse will run away. 
He is 
jerked up suddenly and stopped by the 
driver, and, not knowing what to do, will 
not proceed. 
He is then taken by the 
head, jerked about and whipped, the driver 
holding him tight all the time for fear 
of his running away. The horse is thus 
made 41 crazy ” by a crazy m an, and if 
often used thus will become a confirmed 
bulker—to he cured only by kind treat­ 
ment, which he should have had at first. 
A horse should he taught to stand without 
holding tight on his mouth, the lines slack, 
but not so loose as to allow him the chance 
to run away. He should be started gently 
hv taking up the lines, and if he starts 
with a rush, should be drawn in quietly 
and taught to start at a walk. If horses 
b alk examine (he collar and other parts of 
the harness. They are sometimes bruised 
or chafed under the collar, and a small col­ 
lar may cause a double or fold-over of the 
skin. I have seen horses or mules in long 
single teams attached to freight cars, that 
were severely and separately whipped be­ 
fore starting. The result was they were 
frightened, and became balky; no two 
would start together, and half an hour, 
perhaps, required to get them off. Another 
team at the same [dace was driven by a 
hoy, who would call to them to start and 
say, “Take your time.” They would present­ 
ly find their collars and all pull together, 
starting with scarcely any delay. 


FA RM ERS AND PO U LTR Y . 
Farm ers have plenty of room and land 
to spare on which fowls may be kept to 
advantage. Cheap houses can he built on 
their premises to shelter a hundred or two 
birds that will give them fresh eggs in 
abundance (to use in the household or to 
sell for cash) in the right season. A n d a 
large, very large percentage upon the cost 
and keeping, all told, is the natural and 
certain return that may he realized to any 
farm anywhere, on a sm all or large scale, 
where this business is conducted as it 
should he. 
W hy, then, should not our 
farmers avail themselves of this plainly 
remunerative adjunct upon their premises? 
There is more money in good poultry-rais­ 
ing (considering its cost) by one-half to he 
made annually than can he realized from 
the pigs or the sheep on a farm. 
And yet 
the latter are fed and housed, and breed 
everywhere, to the entire neglect, almost, 
of fowl stock. Our farmers will do well to 
look into the merits of this thing. Good 
fowls of any of the improved breeds may 
now he had at a reasonable price. And 
we sincerely recommend this to the careful 
consideration of those who have neglected 
this well [laying branch of rural economy. 
[Home Circle. 
IS L E O F JE R S E Y . 
The Island of Jersey contains about 4(1 
square miles, or 29,000 acres. 
It supports 
OO.OOO people and over 12,000 cattle, and 
exports annually over 2,000 head. 
This is 
about two persons to an acre, one cow to 
two acres, and one cow exported to every 
ten acres. 
W here 12,000 cattle are kept on 
such sm all territory, and rent is over $43 
per acre, every farmer works with his own 
hands. 
Instead of the island being eaten 
up with cows, and the farmers beggars, it 
is a little garden thickly' strewn with good 
houses, and poverty is almost unknown. 
The beef for the people is imported. They 
do not raise a bullock nor make a cheese. 
The Jersey gives richer milk and yields 
more butter in proportion to her size and 
the am ount of food consumed than any 
other cow. 
H er average weight is 700 
pounds, and many cows yearly make more 
than half their weight in butter. 
She 
comes into milk very early, is easily m an­ 
aged even by children, and is equally at 
home in hot or cold weather. Much of 
the prosperity of Jersey is due to tiie high 
price paid for her annual export of 2.000 
cows.—[Rural New Yorker. 


HONES FO R ORCHARD AND GA RDEN. 
Bones are of the most value for fertiliz­ 
ing material that the cultivator can pro­ 
duce. There is no waste in them. They 
contain more than one-half their weight, 
when dry, of phosphate of lime, and near­ 
ly4 half of gelatine, of which one-sixth is 
nitrogen. 
A large quantity of bones can be 
saved during the tear, if care is taken not 
to waste them. They may tie utilized in 
several ways. A bushel of them may he 
buried around a fruit tree, at a distance 
from the trunk, or between the rows in an 
asparagus bed. They may be packed in a 
box or cask with the wood ashes made in 
the house fires, and kept moist with water. 
This m ixture makes a complete and per­ 
fect fertilizer, being rich in potash, phos­ 
phoric acid and nitrogen, the three princi­ 
pal elements of plant food, and may he 
used in the orchard, the vegetable and fruit 
gardens, as well as on the farm crops. 
It 
is an excellent substitute for superphos­ 
phate, so beneficial upon nearly all crops. 
Our gardener would find it to their advan­ 
tage to use these fertilizers more than they 
do.—[American Agriculturist for Decem­ 
ber. 
PROTECTING B R IG H T SURFA CES. 
How many farmers remember that the 
time employed in scouring plows and cul­ 
tivators allowed to rust is a dead loss, and 
in addition to (hat incurred by bad work 
while the turning surface is acquiring a 
perfect earth polish. One of the best of the 
more simple means of preventing rust is to 
coat all bright surfaces when not in use 
with a thick paint of kerosene and common 
lampblack. 
If the tools are then kept 
where neither rain nor other causes will 
wear off the coverings, the surfaces will 
remain as they were when painted, and 
when used this will be carried off with the 
first movement in the furrow, and no clog­ 
ging occur. There is also no better medium 
for surfaces which sometimes rust from be­ 
ing out over night, and the cost is next to 
nothing. If, however, the bright surfaces 
have become rusty, elbow-grease, assisted 
by a bath-brick and kerosene oil, will re­ 
move the difficulty,—[Exchange.

Sheep have this advantage ever cattle, 
that they can pick up a good living on land 
which is too thin to grow good grazing for 
cattle, and at the same time steadily4 im ­ 
prove the land. 
A prom inent horseman in Sheffield, Eng., 
recently gave a dinner to about twenty of 
Ins intim ate friends, at which horse flesh 
was the principal part of the menu. The 
guests who partook of the meal expressed 
themselves as highly pleased with the meat 
as an article of diet. 
Florida orange-growers, it is said, have 
learned during the past season that oranges 
wrapped in straw paper bear shipment 
much better than those wrapped in tissue 
m anila paper. The forim r 4 per is a great 
absorber of moisture, while tissue m anila 
slicks to the skin of the orange if the fruit 
becomes at all dam p.—[Sentinel, Florida. 
The fruit-growers of Pasadena have 
taken steps to incorporate an association to 
m arket the fruits of that section. The 
capital stock is fixed at $109,000, divided 
into ten thousand shares ot ten dollars 
each. The leading citizens of that valley 
are interested in the company, and it look's 
as though the combination was going 4.o lie 
a strong one. 
A good well-fed cow, says the Dairyman, 
wiil put $10 worth of m anure on the four 
acres of land it takes to keep her for a year 
on most farms. Putting that amount of 
fertilizer ou the soil of a fairly4 good farm 
soon makes it produce so that one cow 
cannot eat the product of four acres, and 
the result is more mouths to feed, more 
m ilk and larger crops. 
At the sale of Mrs. Shoemaker’s herd of 
Jerseys in Ne'4. York, the t il lowing are the 
best prices realized: A bull calf, son of 
Iilack Prince of Linden, sold for $3,000; 
Fill Pail Second, a four-year-old 
cow, 
brought $1,000; the bull B ack Prince of’ 
Linden went at $1,750; the cow W estpha­ 
lia sold for $1,100, and the famous cow Ox­ 
ford Kate sold at $3,250. 
Professor Williams, of Edinburgh, gives 
the following advice to the breeders of 
draft horses: It would he well if breeders 
would give their stallions a few hours daily 
work during winter and not feed them so 
highly. 
By such liberal and nutritive 
feeding as they are generally accustomed 
to during the idle moments of winter the 
anim als become overloaded with fat. 
A correspondent of the Western Rural 
claims to have discovered, by the aid of a 
powerful microscope, the cause of the dis­ 
ease known as potato scab. He finds the 
liquid portion of a scabby potato swarming 
with 
living 
organisms, microbes, but 
whether as cause or effect he is as yet un­ 
certain. 
He believes salt a partial prevent­ 
ive, and that rank, green manures invite 
the disease. 
It was common years ago to put three 
pounds of sugar to a gallon of grape juice 
in m aking wine, hut many now omit the 
sugar entirely4, and think it best to make 
wine of the pure juice of the grape aloDe. 
Many are now putting up peaches and 
other fruits in their own juice, using no 
sugar. 
It is said that in putting up canned 
fruit with sugar, the sugar turns to glucose, 
or grape sugar, and loses more than half of 
its sweetness.

THE RAILROAD TAXES. 


A COMPARISON OF THE KENTUCKY 


AND CALIFORNIA CASES.

Editor Eicning Post: 
No question has 
received so much attention among the 
legal fraternity as the railroad tax issues, 
w hile politicians and m any others have 
come to regard it with interest, not only on 
account of the influence it has on the 
financial condition of the State Govern­ 
m ent, but from principles involved. The 
railroads claim they are contending for 
principle and equality of taxation, while a 
certain class of politicians have found it 
convenient and profitable to harangue the 
uninformed on the arrogance and injustice 
of the course pursued by these powerful 
aggregations of wealth and influence. The 
recent decisions made hv the United States 
Suprem e Court in what are commonlv 
known as the 
-Kentucky eases’’ have 
given rise to a diversity of opinion, and 
produced an anomalous condition of af­ 
fairs. inasmuch a- each side claims a 
victory. One would suppose that under 
such a condition oí aifuirs each side would 
he corre..pondingly liappv, and all further 
diseussion cease, hut sueli is the inconsist­ 
ency ot hum an nature that the m atter is 
still agitated and still "shrouded in (he 
mysterious arguments of the lawyers,’’ as 
a morning ■onn inp. rary puts it. Anicnc 
the 
numerous columns of newspaper 
articles devote 1 ¡o this subject I have seen 
no comparison of the California and K en­ 
tucky ens'-s. and no fair analysis of the 
principles involved, while a brief compari­ 
son and a l l . *t sup ¡rfictal examination of 
the two would suffice to convince any 
intelligent observer whether the decision 
oí the Kentucky eases militates against the 
cause of to e railroads in this State, or vice 
versa.

importance are. Judge Field concurred in 
the Kentucky eases, and an analysis of 
Justice Matthews’ opinion will be found to 
affirm the doctrines enunciated by Judge 
Field in the California cases and dispel the 
fallacy contained ih the above excerpt. 
As to the point that the railroads had on 
notice of the assessment. It is true this 
point was ra sed in the Kentucky case, and 
decided, but it was no/ decided that no no­ 
tice was necessary, and the entire opinion 
on this point is in complete harmony with 
the views of Judges Field and Sawyer. In 
the Kentucky ease it wrs contended tiiat 
the taxation of the roads by the State was 
an attem pt to take the property without 
“ due process of law,” for the reason that 
they had no notice of the proceeding, or 
right to be heajd, when assessed by the 
State Board of Railroad Commissioners. 
On this question Justice Matthews says : 
“ It has been repeatedly decided by this 
Court that a proceeding to rqise public 
revenue by levying and collecting tax is not 
necessarily judicial, and that ‘ due process 
o f law,’ as applied to that subject, does not 
require the right to such' notice and hear­ 
ing as are considered to be essential to tlie 
validity of the proceedings and the judg­ 
ments of judicial tribunals. Notice by sta­ 
tute is generally the only notice given, and 
that has been held sufficient.” 


STATUTORY NOTICE. 
Further 
n the opinion says: “ This 
Board lias its time of sittings fixed by law, 
and in the proceedings questioned in these 
cases there was. in fact and in law, a notice 
and a hearing.’ 
The Court decided by the above language 
that notice by statute was-sufficient notice 
for the purposes of assessment and taxa­ 
tion, and in support of the position quoted 
as follows 
s: 1 . S. !t7 , 107), the same au­ 
thority relied on by Justice Fi Id in the 
California cases : 
“ In judging what is due process of law, 
respect must he had to the cause and object 
of taxing, whether under the taxing power 
of eminent domain or the power of assess­ 
ment for lo al improvements, or none of 
these, and if found to be suitable or admis­ 
sible in the special ease, it will he adjudged 
to b e due process of law : but if found to 
be arbitrary, oppressive and unjust, it may 
he declared not due process of law.” 
“The Kentucky cases then de ided (or ra­ 
ther affirmed, as there were no new points 
presented by the record, and the appeals 
were rather frivolous than otherwise) that 
persona! notice was not necessary: that no­ 
tice by statute was sufficient; that the pro­ 
ceeding was r.ct judicial, and that the power 
of taxation came within the provisions of 
the Fourteenth Amendment.” 
Let us next examine the opinion of Mr. 
Justice Field on this point, and we find 
that he in no way differs from Justice 
Matthews. 
In deciding the Santa Clara 
ease, he says t,!> Sawyer, 20.’!): 
“ The notice to which we refer need not 
be a personal citation; it is sufficient if it be 
given by a law designating the tim e and 
place where parties may contest the justice 
of the valuation. As a general rule onlv a 
statutory m 'ice is given. The State may 
designate tiie kind of notice and the m an­ 
ner in which it shall be given. All that 
we assert or have asserted is that there must 
be a notice of some kind.” 
Justice Sawyer’s opinion is to the same 
efiect. 
He says <9 Sawyer, 225-8): 
” In my judgment, the authorities es­ 
tablish. beyond all controversy, that some­ 
where in the process of assessing a tax, un­ 
der a law . T a State Constitution, at some 
point before the assessment becomes irre­ 
vocably tixed, tlie person affected should 
hove notice. The notice m ar not be re­ 
quired to be personal to each individual or 
anything other than statutory.” 


OPPORTUNITY TO HE HEARD. 
A nd again, “ at the tim e the assessment 
in question was made, neither the Consti­ 
tution nor any statute of California gave 
the defendant any right, or afforded it any 
legal notice of the proceeding or opportu­ 
nity to be heard.” 
In wew of the above excerpts it is diffi­ 
cult to perceive how there can lie anv dif­ 
ference of opinion as to whether tfi$ two 
sets of cases are in harm ony or variance on 
the question of notice. It is true that the 
attorneys for ih e State and counties in the 
California eases claimed that a statute ex­ 
isted providing for notice— the Act of 
March 14,1» i—lmt in the trial of the cases 
it was proven by the original written jour­ 
nals in the custody of the Secretary of State 
that the bill did not receive the constitu­ 
tional majority on its final passage in the 
Assembly, and 
notwithstanding it was 
printed among the statutes of the State, 
and purported to be a valid law, it was de­ 
clared unconstitutional and void. 
This 
being principally a question of fact, it is 
extremely improbable that the ruling of 
Judges Field and Sawyer in this regard 
will be disturbed. 
It is also true that the 
Legislature of 1883 passed an Act providing 
for notice, hut this could not affect the as­ 
sessments for the preceding three years, 
and on this point alone it is difficult to per­ 
ceive how the Supreme Court can do other 
than affirm its own rulings, and thereby 
affirm the judgment of Judges Field anil 
Sawyer in the Santa Clara case. Had the 
tim e of the meeting of the State Board of 
Equalization been tixed for some certain 
and iixed period it might be construed as 
sufficient notice; hut as the meeting was 
fixed by law for “ on or before the first 
Monday in Mav,” the officers of the corpora­ 
tion might be kept watching f.r weeks for 
an opportunity to he heard, and the term is 
too vague and indefinite to be construed as 
a notice of meeting, which authority lias 
determined is an absolute right. 
On the next point—that a difference in 
the method employed for assessing railroad 
proi>erty and the method emploved for 
assessing other property is not in violation 
of the Fourteenth Amendment, and that 


Justice Field overruled himself—in this re­ 
spect, also, the writer is equally at fault. 
Justice Field never invoked any such falla­ 
cy, and reference to his decision will readi­ 
ly convince us of the fact. The issue was 
raised in the Kentucky eases that the rail­ 
roads of that State were denied the equal 
protection of the laws guaranteed by the 
Fourteenth Amendment by a discrim ina­ 
tion against them in ascertaining their 
value for the purposes of taxation. Tnere 
was no claim that the property was not 
assessed at itscash value—the same as other 
property; but that they were assessed by a 
Board of Commissioners; that their prop­ 
erty was assessed as real estate and taxed 
as such, while other corporations paid a 
kind of income tax. Other real estate was 
assessed by local assessors. Justice Matt­ 
hews says there is nothing to forbid the 
classification of property for parpases of 
taxation and the valuation of different 
classes by different methods. 
He further 
says: 


WHAT EQUALITY M EANS. 
“ The rule of equality in respect to the 
subject-only requires the same means and 
methods to be applied impartially to all 
the constituents of each class, so that the 
law shall operate equally and uniformly 
upon the person in similar circumstances. 
There is no objection, therefore, to the dis­ 
crimination made as between railroad com­ 
panies and other corporations in the 
methods and instrumentalities by which 
the value of their property is ascertained. 
The right to classify railroad property as a 
separate class for purposes of taxation 
grows out of the inherent nature of the 
property and necessarily involves the right 
on its part (the Legislature) to devise and 
carry into effect a distinct scheme with 
different tribunals in the proceeding to 
value it.” 
An examination of the opinions enunci­ 
ated by Judges Field and Sawyer in the 
San Mateo and Santa Clara cases will find 
them in entire harmony not only with the 
principle, hut almost the language of the 
Court in the Kentucky, cases. 
On this 
point Judge Sawyer says (8 Sawyer. 309): 
” We do not conceive that a provision 
fof assessing railroads operated in more 
than one county by the State Board of 
Equalization, while other local property is 
assessed by the local Assessors, would he 
denying the equal protection of the law s, 
provided the assessment in the former case 
is made upon the same basis, and upon the 
Same principles, fete., as in the latter. Nor 
do we think that the assessment of the 
railroad a., a unit is objectionable. Indeed, 
this seems to he the only practicable way 
of assessing such a road.” 
Indeed, the right of classification was not 
seriously questioned in the California eases. 
Justice Field simply held that the classifi­ 
cations must be based on equitable princi­ 
ples. 
He says (9 Sawyer. 199 : 
" But it is urged that property may be 
divided into classes and subjected to differ­ 
ent rates; 
that such classification may 
he made from inherent differences iii 
the nature of different parcels of property, 
and also from the different uses to which 
the same property may be applied. As al­ 
ready mentioned, the Constitution of the 
State provides, with respect to property, 
that it shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value ; the classification of property, either 
from its distinctive character or its peculiar 
use, must he made with the rule prescribing 
taxation according to value.” 
An examination of ihe opinion in the 
Kentucky cases will disclose the fact that 
no equijable question was involved. It was 
not claimed, :ls in this State, that the roads 
were compelled to bear an unjust propor­ 
tion of the public burdens, by reason of the 
unequal taxation. 
It was not claimed that 
they were subjected to pay double taxation, 
but simply that the Legislature had dis­ 
criminated against them by prescribing dif­ 
ferent forms, means or methods for ascer­ 
taining the value of their property. 


i s IT A SYSTEM OR A STANDARD? 
The 
question 
remains to he settled 
whether the terms “ means,” “ m ethods” 
and “ instrumentalities,” as applied to the 
medium of ascertaining the values of taxable 
property, as used by Justice Matthews and 
concurred in by the Court, is intended to 
designate the board, officer or quasi-judicial 
authority with the powers and jurisdiction 
thereof, or whether it is intended to mean 
the gauge or standard of measurement by 
which such authority may ascertain such 
values, or both, or whether the latter pow­ 
ers are necessarily included within the 
former. Ill other words, is it intended that 
such a rule as the following would he 
valid ? As to valuation for the purposes of 
taxation, all property shall he classified 
into two classes : First, railroad property, 
which shall he taxed at double its cash 
value; second, all other property, which 
shall he taxed at its actual cash value. This 
was the principal point on which the Cali­ 
fornia cases were decided, and we shall ex­ 
amine the question more in detail further 
on in this article. 
The element of classification, in the lan­ 
guage of Justice Miller, requires the same 
means to he “ applied im partially to the 
constituents of each class, so that the law 
shall operate equally and uniformly upon 
the person in similar circumstances.” This 
element is lacking in the classification of 
California railroads. 
It was in evidence in 
the Santa Clara case that a private citizen 
owns a railroad extending from the city of 
Marysville, in Yuba county, toOrovillc, in 
Butte county. This railroad is not assessed 
as the railroads of corporations. If this 
road were covered by a mortgage to its full 
value, the owner would pay no taxes upon 
it, while another road from Marysville to 
Sacramento, covered by a like mortgage, 
but owned by a veneration, or aggregation 
of citizens, would pay taxes to its full val­ 
ue. It will thus be seen that the element 
of equality so essential to bring the Cali­ 
fornia cases within the rule is lacking. In 
the language of Justice Field (8 Saw ver, 
201); 
“ It is not classifying property to make a 
distinction of that character in estimating 
its value as a basis for taxation. 
It is m ak­ 
ing the amount of taxation depend, not 
upon the nature of the property or its use, 
hut upon its ownership ; and if this can be 
done, there is no protection against unequal 
and oppressive taxation.” 


THE LAW CANNOT BH UNJUST. 
Apropos to this, is the language of Ju s­ 
tice Matthews, in the Kentucky decision : 
“ If the system of taxation be found to be 
arbitrary, oppressive and unjust it will he 
declared to he not due process of law.” 
To sum up, two principles were settled 
by the Kentucky decision, neither of which 
brought the case within the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 
First—Statutory notice is sufficient for 
the purposes ot assessment and taxation. 
Second—The classification of property 
for the purposes of assessment and taxa­ 
tion is proper and permissible where the 
rule works equally on all the class, and ap­ 
plies impartially to all the constituents un­ 
der like circumstances, without working 
oppression and injustice. 
It was decided in the California cases that, 
the railroads did not have even statutory 
notice, and that the classification as made 
discriminated unjustly against a species of 
ownership. On both points the cases are 
almost diametrically opposed to the Ken­ 
tucky suit. 
Had the latter ease been forti­ 
fied on either point with the same state of 
facts which exist in the California cases, 
the decision would have been exactly the 
reverse of what it was. The Court of Ap­ 
peals of Kentucky, in deciding the cases 
(and the decision was affirmed by the Su­ 
preme Court), referred to the same class of 
cases, then recently tried in California, and 
the Judges were of the opinion that the 
facts were so dissimilar that the cases’must 
necessarily differ, and diverse conclusions 
be reached. 
It would be difficult to per­ 
ceive how Justice Field could consistently 
do anything else than concur with the de­ 
cision in the Kentucky cases, and it will be 
still stranger if the Supreme Court should 
inconsistently fail to affirm their own opin­ 
ion and concur with Justice Field when 
they decide the celebrated California rail­ 
road cases now pending-on appeal. 
W hat were the grounds on which the 
railroad companies contested the payment 
of their taxes in this State ? 
There were 
simply two points, and they are briefly 
stated by Justice Field in the opening of 
his opinion in the San Mateo case (8 Saw­ 
yer. 246): 
"T he railroad- company contends that 
the taxes are invalid and void, on two 
grounds. 
“ First—Because 
the assessment was 
made in pursuance of the State Constitu­ 
tion, in enforcement of which the com­ 
pany was not allowed any reduction from 
the valuation of its property, and was thus 
subjected to an unjust proportion of the 
public burdens, and denied the equal pro­ 
tection of the laws guaranteed by the Four­ 
teenth Amendment. 
“ Second—Because the assessment was 
made in pursuance of the provisions of the 
State Constitution, which provided no no­ 
tice to the company, and gave no opportu­ 
nity to be heard.” 


A SOPHISTICAL ARGUMENT. 
W e have examined the second ground of 
contest and referred to the other incident­ 
ally. hut the first named is the great ques­ 
tion of overshadowing importance in this 
im portant litigation, which goes to the 
very foundation of constitutional govern­ 
m ent—the great question 
whether op­ 
pressive and unequal taxation is permis­ 
sible under the Fourteenth Amendment to 
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m atter cuts no figure in the cases taken 
from the high Court of Kentucky, and 
dwarfs into insignificance all other ques­ 
tions. 
It is the question upon which the 
California railroad eases must stand or fall 
tribunal of the nation. ! tion, securing national 
intrinsic rights 
• same article of the morning ¡ everywhere and to everybody, will turn out 
which we have referred in this ¡ to be an utter delusion.” 
* 
Some m inor questions incidentally arose 
in the trial of the California cases’. The 
attorneys for the State claimed that in the 
special case on trial (the Santa Clara case) 
the railroad companies should be adjudged 
liable to pay the taxes, notwithstanding the 
discrimination, because the mortgage in , 
that case given by the company contained 
a covenant that the corporation should pay ' 
all the taxes and public burdens and 
charges levied upon the property. (in this 
point Justice Field says: 
’ 
“ The covenant cannot affect one way on 
the other the right of the plaintiff to re­ 
cover. Tise power <if the State is not en­ 
larged or diminished hv it. 
It is not made 
with the State, and could not be enforced 
by it. 
It is a matter which concerns only 
the parties. They can by arrangement 
vary it any day ; they can enlarge it, release 
it or qualify it whenever they choose. It 
would he strange, indeed, 'if the Slate’s 
power of taxation depended in any way 
upon the stipulation of third parties, or the 
validity of a tax could be affected by it. 
The covenant is necessarily limited to such 
taxes as may be lawfully levied on the 
mortgaged property, and cannot be con- ! 
strued to extend to any taxes levied in die- 
regard of the Constitution and laws.” 
In other words, Justice Field held that 
the State’s sovereign authority to levy and 
collect its taxes did not depend on the pri­ 
vate agreement of its citizens, and U a tax 
was unlawfully levied a private contract 
could not give it validity. 
A position 
which is unansw erable! 
Another point made by the Slate's at­ 
torneys in the California cases was that the 
word “ person ” as used in the Fourteenth 
Amendment did not apply to artificial per­ 
sons or corporations; that it simply meant 
natural persons. 
In other words, they 
claimed that when natural persons associ­ 
ated themselves together and conducted 
business in the form of companies or cor­ 
porations they lost those rights of equality 
and the protection of the laws which they 
nld have otherwise enjoyed! 
They

screed, we take the following excerpt: 
“ The point is covered by that portion of 
the decision of the Supreme Court which 
distinctly affirms the right of a State to de­ 
vise different schemes for the assessment of 
different classes of property. 
The rule 
which authorizes a State to provide that 
private property shall be assessed by Assess­ 
ors, while railway property shall be assessed 
by a Board of Equalization, also authorizes 
a State to provide that railway mortgages 
shall be assessed in one way and private 
mortgages in another.” 
The sophistry o( the argument is appa­ 
rent to all but the dyed-in-the-wool anti­ 
monopolist. None so’blind as those who 
will not see! 
Railway mortgages are not 
assessed in one way and private mortgages 
in another! 
Railway mortgages are not 
assessed at all, and private mortgages are! 
K sil way property is assessed by the owners 
at its lull value, while other property is 
assessed at its value, after deducting‘the 
value of the mortgage. The writer assumes 
too much, and the conclusion that a State 
m ay devise any scheme or schemes for the 
assessment of different classes of property 
is not borne out by the decision—the 
scheme m ust not he “ found to be arbitrary, 
oppressive and unjust;" such is the lan­ 
guage of the Court in the Kentucky case on 
which the writer relies. A b rie f’analysis 
of the proposition will readily convince one 
that it is not ‘assessing railway mortgages 
one wav and private mortgages another.” 
The State Constitution declares that a 
mortgage, for the purpose of taxation, shall 
be treated as an interest in the property: 
that is, there aro two owners te be taxed 
lor every piece oí mortgaged property—the 
mortgagee shall be taxed for ihe am ount 
of ihe mortgage and the mortgagor shall 
be taxed for the residue. This in all cases 
except the property of railroad corpora­ 
tions. 
In all such cases the mortgagee 
«hall be exempt from taxation, as contra­ 
distinguished from all other taxpayers. 
A discrimination is made against the 
companies because of their ow nership; not 
from any differences in the character of 
the property, or its specific uses, and in 
favor of a special favored class of bond­ 
holders, from no other reason apparently 
than a capricious desire to “ cinch” the 
railroads at the time the new Constitution 
was adopted. The principle which justifies 
double taxation of the owners of railroads, 
and exempts bondholders, would also jus­ 
tify any like discrimination between own­ 
ers on account of age. color or race, which 
the State might designate a s a sufficient 
reason for discrimination. The valuation 
and consequent taxation could vary as the 
owner was white or black, old or young. 
The value of the mortgage could be de­ 
ducted from the property of the white man, 
ami not the black one—from the young 
and not the o ld ; deducted if the property 
was owned by a man doing business aloné, 
but not deducted if owned by men doing 
business together as partners’ associations 
or corporations. Cannot any man, or set 
of men, be despoiled of their property bv 
such a scheme? It is arbitrary and ‘des­ 
potic—the very essence of tyranny—ami 
only resorted to by evil Governments in 
evil times. Of what avail are the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen in the enjoy­ 
ment ol his life anil property by the Four­ 
teenth Amendment, if some eunninglv- 
devised scheme of taxation could force any 
special class to hear an unequal shore of 
the burdens of taxation? If such trickery 
could be successful, the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment should read, as ironically observed 
by counsel in the San Mateo case: “ Nor 
shall any State deprive any person of his 
property without duo process of law (ex­ 
cept it be in the form of taxation), nor to 
deny any person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws (except it he 
by taxation).” 


A N APT ILLUSTRATION. 
It is well known toall intelligent persons 
how the rule works, but an illustration 
may not he out of place. Suppose A, a 
natural person, has £5,000 in cash, and 
purchases of 15 a piece of real estate for 
$10.000, that being the actual value. He 
pays one-half down and gives a mortgage 
for $5000, to secure the balance of the pur­ 
chase money. The State Constitution says 
that A and B each has a $5,000 interest in 
the property, and each shall he assessed 
and pay a tax on $5,000. A, in this in­ 
stance, is worth only $5,000, and if lie 
pays taxes on a larger am ount he pays 
taxes on somebody else's property. 0, a 
railroad, purchases of B, for its proper use*, 
an adjoining piece of real estate for$10,000, 
paying $5,000 down and giving a mortgage 
for the balance of the purchase money. In 
this case C has only $5.000 interest in the 
property—precisely as in the other case— 
and B the rest. Each has a half interest. 
But in the latter case C shall, nevertheless, 
be assessed for and pay taxes on the whole 
property, double the am ount lie really 
owns, and I! shall be exempt from taxation 
on this piece of property. C pays taxes 
upon his own and 15's property, and money 
to the amount of the tax is taken from C 
and appropriated to the use arid for the 
benefit of 1! to liquidate B's share of the 
public burdens. 
Jt seems self-evident, 
under such circumstances, that a law au­ 
thorizing and requiring such proceedings 
docs not afford, but expressly denies, the 
equal protection of the laws, guaranteed bv 
the great Magna C'harta of the American 
people—the Fourteenth Amendment. Per­ 
haps Mr. Dunn’s legal advisers may beahle 
to explain on what principle of justice or 
equality such a system can be upheld ; if 
tliev' are able to do so they have certainly 
mastered the situation since the time the 
cause was presented and argued before the 
Court, for on this subject Justice Field says 
(9 Sawyer, 178): 


THE OWNER SHOULD PAY THE TAX. 
•‘On what principle, or by what species 
of reasoning, a tax upon property can he 
upheld and enforced ‘against a party, when 
the taxable interest in it had, at the time of 
the levy of the tax, been transferred to an­ 
other, I am at a loss to understand. This 
position of the case was suggested to coun­ 
sel on more than one occasion during the 
argument, but no answer was made to it. 
To every other position an answer was at­ 
tempted, but to this one none, and. as we 
think, for the best of reasons, because none 
was possible.” 
We now revert to the proposition whether 
the modes, methods and instrumentalities 
which may be adopted in ascertaining the 
different values of the different classes of 
property justify n different gauge or stand­ 
ard of measurement for different classes of 
owners. Thus one class of owners shall 
have their property taxed at its cash value; 
another at a fictitious value : white owners 
at fifty per cent, of its real v alu e; black 
owners at double its value, and associations 
of men or corporations shall he taxed for 
the interests of others in the property. 
Sucli a system is arbitrary and unjust. 
Judge Sawyer states the true principle of 
classification in the Santa Clara case (9 
Sawyer, 23-1): 
“ Different kinds of property may require 
to he taxed in different forms and modes in 
order to be equally taxed. And classifica­ 
tions of property for purposes of taxation 
should have reference to the just equality 
of business, as far as that is practically at­ 
tainable. Classification should have refer­ 
ence to the different character, situation 
and circumstances of the property, making 
a different mode or form of taxation proper, 
if not absolutely necessary. It cannot be 
arbitrarily made with mere reference to 
the nationality, color or character of the 
owners.” 
The language quoted might seem suitable 
enough to have been taken from the Ken­ 
tucky decision, but it is from the California 
case which Mr. Dunn’s disciples claim is in 
conflict with the former judgment. The 
great trouble with these partisans is that 
they are blinded by prejudice. They cannot 
see the distinction between the classifica­ 
tion of property as property for the purpose 
of taxation, according to its character and 
uses, and the classification of the ow nersof 
property as owners. For instance, when 
the first mortgage bonds of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company are foreclosed the 
property will pass into the hands of private 
parties, and will be taxed on an entirely 
different system—the value of the second 
mortgage will he taxed to the holders there­ 
of. and deducted from the value of the 
property, although there is no difference in 
the character and use of the property, but 
simply in the difference of the ownership. 
It was decided (or affirmed) in the Ken­ 
tucky cases that property might he classi­ 
fied according to its character and use, for 
the purposes of taxation, so long as tli ere- 
sult of such classification.was not "oppres­ 
sive. arbitrary and unjust," but it was not 
decided that property might be classified by 
ownership, and never will he so long as 
reason holds its sway. If such a consum­ 
mation should he ever reached, the equal 
protection of the laws guaranteed to every 
citizen would dwindle into a hollow mock­ 
ery and delusive sham. As justly observed 
by Senator Edmunds in his aigimient be- 
ffire the Supreme Court : 
A CHANCE FOR COMMUNISTS. 
“ If you once concede the point that you 
may classify your values on different prin­ 
ciples, as values by deduction or otherwise, 


arbitrary power. The mob or commune 
that can get possession of the State Legisla­ 
ture for one term may despoil every one of 
its citizens whom it chooses to despoil, and 
the liberty and security of the Oonstitu- 
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based their pretensions on the fact that the 
Fourteenth Amendment was adopted as a 
protection to the negro. 
Justice Field 
he'd that while such was undoubtedly the 
origin of the provision, the language was 
unequivocal, and it extended its protection 
to all persons, natural and artificial, of ail 
colors, creeds, nationalities and conditions. 
The Supreme Court evidently concurred on 
this point, fo r in the recent decision they 
held by implication that corporations were 
entitled to equal protection, and decided 
the ease on merit, without regard to this 
technical objection. 
In the face of these patent facts it is diffi­ 
cult fur any reasonable person to compre­ 
hend liow the Supreme Court can do any­ 
thing but affirm the unanswerable logic 
and convincing conclusions found in the 
opinions of Judges Field and Sawyer in 
the celebrated railroad cases. Of course, 
these remarks do not apply to your genuine 
hard-shelled anti-monopolist. The flatter­ 
ing hope of yet “ cinching” the railroads 
is his guiding star—it is the beacon light of 
his political career, and he watches it with 
pride, as the delusion which keeps his 
fragile hark from dashing to pieces on the 
solid rocks of truth and justice. If the 
railroads should submit to the extortion 
and discrimination that he and his ilk are 
enabled to practice upon them, through the 
ignorance and prejudice of his deluded 
constituency, then his occupation would be 
gone. W hile his battle cry is the railroad 
tax question, he secretly prays that the 
railroads will never pay their taxes. On 
the rostrum and through the press he ex­ 
horts his followers that the railroads should 
pay tlielr taxes “ the same as other folks,” 
and that all “ voluntary contributions” 
offered in the shape of taxes should be in ­ 
dignantly refused as beneath the sovereign 
dignity of an Outraged people! 
The mask 
of hypocrisy can he retained but a short 
time longer by the demagogic element, for 
a speedy decision on this question by the 
Supreme Court is a consummation devoutly 
to be wished. 


A WRETCHED SYSTEM OF TAXATION. 
The whole system of laws ill California 
for the collection of taxes is sadly out of 
joint. A statute which allows ten percent, 
additional for lawyers’ fees to he paid by a 
taxpayer who may have good grounds for 
contesting the payment of his taxes is a 
species of extortion. It is this statute which 
has created all the devilment in the present 
cases. Visionary lawyers’ fees aggregating 
over $100,900 have been pi leal up on the 
railroads—more than an ordinary fortune, 
if they were able toeollect them. ’ Itis this 
enormous prospective consideration which 
has encouraged such an aggressive and per­ 
secuting spirit in the railroad tax cases, and 
enabled grasping and selfish leaders to carry 
the m atter into political conventions, and, 
indeed, its baneful influence to permeate al­ 
most every department of th e State Gov­ 
ernm ent! They have gained alm ost abso­ 
lute and tyrannical control of one political 
party in the State, which, led on in its blind 
zeal and devotion by its vicious and dan­ 
gerous leaders, is pledged for the extortion 
of this money from trie railroad companies, 
even if ii lies to he taken in defiance of the 
judgm ents of the Courts and in defiance of 
law. A political party attem pting to pre­ 
judge trie decision of the < Hurts and pledg­ 
ing itself to extort tluse so-called taxes, 
whether legally levied o r not, is a disgrace 
to the civilization o f the West. H ad it not 
been for this ten per cent, statute the tax 
question would have been settled years ago, 
and the Democratic party of California fell 
without an issue! 
W hat difference does it make in the rev­ 
enue of the State if the railroads were 
assessed and taxed the same as other prop­ 
erty? Not one farthing. The same amount 
of revenue would come from railroad tax­ 
ation, hut would come from different 
sources. Instead of the mot tgagors paying 
the full amount, the mortgagees would 
hear their just proportion of the public 
burden, as is the case with all other mort­ 
gaged property. 
As the taxes on the 
mortgage would be a lien on the railroad 
property, the payment could be enforced 
as in all other like cases. 
It would he 
simply shifting a portion of the burden on 
the shoulders of other owners; if the 
mortgage covered the full value of the road, 
the owners of the mortgage must pay all 
the taxes—sucli is the law as it operates on 
others, and there is no good reason for 
m aking an exception of any person or class 
of persons. 
When the news of the decision in the 
Kentucky cases reached us, Mr. Dunn 
authorized the announcement to the world, 
through the public press, that " the decision 
settled beyond any controversy that the 
same Court will decide in favor of the 
State.” 
Mr. Delmas, bis legal adviser and 
first lieutenant, also authorized the an­ 
nouncement that he regarded it as a “ vic­ 
tory for the State, and a most complete de­ 
feat of the railroad companies.” 
Perhaps, 
Mr. Delntas also thinks that Justic Field 
overruled him self; although Justice Mat­ 
thews quoted the same authorities and fol­ 
lowed the same linecf reasoning that Field 
did in the California cases. Time will tell. 
Hope told a flattering tale ! 
In the mean­ 
time, Delmas antLhis followers can lay the 
flattering unction to their souls, that unless 
their cause is sustained", next year's Demo­ 
cratic victory, and ten per cent, counsel 
fees will vanish into thin air, like the base­ 
less fabric o f a vision!

M ex ico, December 19, 1SS5. 
H aving spent a long, summer-like day— 
though really late in December—hunting 
for idols and arrow heads at Sail J uan Teo- 
tiliuacan, among the Pyram ids of the Sun 
and the Moon and the little burial mounds 
dedicated to the stars, and having eaten a 
dinner decidedly al fresco in the Path of the 
Dead, Betsv and I discovered, to our con­ 
sternation, that we had lingered so long in 
the mysteries of the past that there was no 
way of getting hack that night to the City 
of Mexico. Though most things wait for 
women in this happy country, tim e and 
tide and the Mexican railway targy for no­ 
body ; and there was nothing for it but to 
“ camp out,” without even a blanket, 
among the idols and spooks of the P yra­ 
mids, or to walk to the modern San Juan, 
four miles away. 
Perhaps we might have 
preferred tiie former, for the romane0 of 
the thing, liad it not been for the half 
dozen urchins who had followed us all dav, 
and who would he sure to make our where­ 
abouts known in the village, which might 
prove too strong a temptation for midnight 
marauders, did any toiic ot that ilk exist in 
Acadia. 
Therefore—being never unpre­ 
pared for adventures, as beeometh the trav­ 
eler—we turned our sunburned noses cheer­ 
fully toward the distant hamlet, with the 
spirit of Don Quixote strong upon us. I 
wish I could make you see this tunny 


LITTLE TOWN OF TEOTIHUACAN! 
Its streets, all radiating from the central 
plaza (which is nothing hut a liare patch of 
sand with a few adobe seats in the middle), 
are hedged by “ organ ” cactus, towering 
from ten to twenty feet in height. 
Us 
adobe cottages, all of them precisely alike 
and looking like ” uins,” surround and 
appear to depend upon the equally dirty 
and dilapidated adobe church ; and the cit­ 
izens seem largely composed of ndobe also, 
from tiie sun-dried dirt upon their clothes 
and complexions, as they stared curiously 
at las Americanos, willi their little satchels 
slung on their shoulders, and topped by the 
never-before-heheld phenomenon of bon­ 
nets. Of course there is no hotel in the 
town, nor any sort of inn tor the entertain­ 
ment of man or beast, neither being ex­ 
pected in this out-of-the-way locality; but 
the people are kind-hearted and hospitable, 
like all their race, and we are at once 
" taken in and done for” at the first house 
where application is made. 
Like all its 
neighbors, the casa, which liad been de­ 
clared by its mistress at our disposal, has 
only m other earth for a floor. 
At one 
side 
of 
its 
one 
room 
a 
stationary 
table, around which punche in benches 
were ranged; straw mats for seats (which 
later served as beds); an adobe shelf 
across one corner, which answered the pur­ 
pose of range and cupboard, and an inde­ 
scribable conglomeration of kitchen truck 
hung all over the walls. 
We are allowed 
to consult otir own sweet will as to whether 
we would sit on the floor or on one of the 
backless benches surrounding the festive 
board,white our hostess prepared the even­ 
ing meal. The adobe-colored urchins who 
had followed in our wake all day did not 
desert us, and tHeir num ber was augmented 
by a score of others of assorted size3, each 
with an apron full of goods to sell. One 
of them had a wonderful stone deity nearly 
two feet high, with flat nose and enormous 
ears, which he importuned me to buy for 
tin peso—a dollar. Having had a surfeit of 
divinities for one day, and caring for noth­ 
ing but supper, I impatiently tendered him 
a made» (six cents), hoping by this means 
to get rid of him ; and the plan was effect­ 
ual, for he closed with my offer in a tw ink­ 
ling and left me the astonished possessor 
of an image too large for my satchel and 
too cumbersome to carry. 
I begged the 
small boy to trade hack, or to take both 
idol and madeo, for really I didn’t require 
the deity, and perhaps should never want 
to worship it in-tlic world ; but lie declined, 
and I was left with a regular “ white ele­ 
phant” on my hands. If the natives here­ 
abouts make these idols which for twenty 
miles are strewn nil ovei the fields, they 
are eillier remarkably generous, or else go 
to extraordinary trouble to fool travelers, 
for no two of them have ever been found 
precisely alike and they sell for next to 
nothing. 


AN EVENING WITH THE NATIVES. 
Presently our sm iling hostess, covered 
with a single garment (after the fashion of 
the town), announced that the feast was 
spread. Over the details of that meal it 
will be well to draw the veil, for the sake 
of our own gastronomic reputation, merely 
rem arking that if the gentle reader had 
breakfasted before dnj light and hunted di­ 
vinities til! dark, lie too plight have found 
appetite tor viands concerning whose in­ 
gredients “ ’twere folly to he wise.” The 
piece, ile resistance was a large earthem 
bowl lillc-d with something ¡luit looked 
like mud, in which mahogany shavings 
were swim ming: ihe latter, however, was 
jerked pork, and while we were engaged in 
fishing for it a grunt, as of protest,'came 
from an unjerked relative in the corner, 
where a pig had until that moment been 
peacefully sleeping. Thenceforward a run­ 
ning com men t of nas.d remonstrance was 
kept up by piggy, who d e c lin e d to remain 
longer in liis corner, and «as pursued to 
and fro by the mistress of the casa and 
our attendant troop of boys. 
No stretch of imagination, nor glamour 
of romance, nor effort of good nature 
could induce us to believe that the weary 
hours which followed were pleasant ones. 
The neighbors, flocking in to view las 
Americanos, tiilleiWtiie house to suffocation, 
in conjunction with the occupants already 
mentioned, besides a lew social goals and 
gobblers, creeping babies and other creep­ 
ing tilings. There being no beds of any 
kind, except the straw mats on the floor, 
upon which the family reclined, wrapped 
up in their scrapes, we begged tli* privi­ 
lege of reposing upon the • dining-room 
table—a modest request that «-as readily 
granted. 
But when our hostess generously 
divided with us her own greasy and ver­ 
min-infested blankets, we concluded to 
defer tired nature’s sweet restorer till a 
more convenient season. We held a 1 tasty 
council, declined the coverings and sent 
out and purchased a supply of candles that 
m ust have exhausted the village stock. 
Then, gathering our belongings about us,we 
mounted the table and sat in the middle of 
it—as the best vantage-ground from the 
myriad creatures that crawl by night— 
where, surrounded by burning candles, we 
must have looked like wooden saints upon 
an altar. And there we sat the long night 
through, replying to al! questions on the 
part of our entertainers by calmly declar­ 
ing that it was our custom ! That settled 
it, so far as protest was concerned, for in 
this country custom is everything; and in 
such respect are the unknown ways ot 
Americans held that if we bad announced 
that we usually stood upon our heads, the 
assertion would have been received quite 
as a matter of course. Luckily my bag 
contained an old Spanish book of Mexican 
mythology—Clavigero’s rendering of 


THE AZTEC HISTORIAN, IXTLILXOCHITL, 
And we amused ourselves till daylight in 
translating it into English. And this is 
what we read by the feeble flicker of the 
tallow-dips, perched upon our table above 
the snoring and swarming two-legged, four­ 
legged and 
variouslv-legged 
creatures; 
while outside, in the solemn night of this 
far-away land, the overshadowing volca­ 
noes— l ’opocatapetl and Ixtaccihuatl—kept 
watch and ward. The ancient Mexicans 
believed there were three places assigned 
to their departed spirits. The soldiers who 
died in buttle fighting for their country, or 
who perished in captivity, and the souls of 
women «-ho gave up the ghost in child­ 
birth, went to the Home of the Sun, where 
they had a life of endless delight. “ At 
morning they hailed the lum inary with 
music and dancing, attended him ’in his 
journey to the meridian, where they met 
the souls of women, and with similar fes­ 
tivities accompanied him to his setting.” 
After years of these pleasures their spirits 
were transformed into clouds, birds of beau­ 
tiful plumage and pieasant'song; but thev 
had -power always to ascend again at wifi 
to the House of the Sun. The ridiculous 
notion of an aristocracy was carried by 
them even to another w orld; and while 
nobles animated gorgeous birds and daz­ 
zling clouds and floated in the purest air, 
the souls of common people were doomed 
to crawl in weasels, beetles, and the meaner 
animals. 
The spirits of those who were 
drowned or struck by lightning; of those 
who died with dropsy, tumors, wounds or 
sim ilar diseases, went—with the souls of 
children who had either been drowned or 
sacrificed in honor of Tlaloc, the god of 
waters—to a delightful place named Tla- 
locan, where that god resided, surrounded 


by everything that could contribute to 
happiness. 
The third place of departed spirits was 
Jlidian, or hell—a kingdom of utter dark­ 
ness, ruled by a god and goddess; where 
the gloomy blackness of the realm, cheered 
never by a ray from the sun or moon or 
the glimmer of a star, was their onlv pun­ 
ishment. Clavigero thinks that the’Mexi- 
cans placed this Hell in the center of the 
eartli and it may have been hut a type of 
utter annihi’ation. The ancient Aztecs had 


SOME IDEA OF A SUPREME GOD, 
W kom they feared and adored, yet repre­ 
sented by no external form, because they 
believed him to lie invisible. 
H e is gener­ 
ally spoken of as Teotl (“ God,” ) but was 
known also by the name of Ipulnenioansi: 
“ He by whom we live,” and, Tloqne Na- 
huaque : “ He who has all in himself.’’ 
They had also an evil spirit inimical to 
mankind, called Tlalcaiecolototl, the “ Ra­ 
tional Owl.” This spirit was said to ap­ 
pear frequently to men to terrify and in­ 
jure them . But there is no distinct history 
of this wicked power. After the Supreme 
invisible Being there were thirteen others 
worshiped in Mexico as “ principal gods.” 
besides innum erableItsserdivinities. There 
was Tetzcatlipoca, the “Shining Mirror,” or 
god of special providence, the soul of the 
world, the creator of heaven and earth, and 
master of all tilings ; Ometenctli and Ome- 
cihuatl, a god and goddess who granted the 
prayers of mortals, and appear to have (ire- 
sided over new-born children; Cikaneo- 
liuatl, or “ woman serpent,” (also called 
Touacacilina, “ woman of our flesh "), who 
was held to he the mother of the hum an 
race, and was venerated next to Oniete- 
nc l i ; Tonatiah and Mcztli, the Sun and 
Moon deified; Qnetzilecatl, or goal of the 
air; Tiaioc, god of waters, fertilizer of the 
soil ami protector of temporal goods, whose 
image was painted blue and green to repre­ 
sent the hues ot water, and in whose hand 
was an undulating rod to signify his control 
over storms and lightning; 
Xiuhtcuctli. 
“ master of the year and grass.” the god i f 
fire, to whom an oblation of 
the lin t 
morsel and the first draught at dinner was 
always given, and before whose altar burned 
the sacred fire from which the extinguished 
tires in the dwellings were rekindled at 
tiie close of liis festivals ; C’enteotl, “ god­ 
dess of eartli and moan,” the Mexican 
Ceres, also known by another word signi­ 
fying “ she supports u s;” Mictlantcuctii, 
god of liel!, and his female companion, to 
whom sacrifices were always made at 
night, and whose priests were clad in black ; 
Joaltcuctli; god of night, the divinity who 
gave sleep to children ; and his consort, 
Joalticetl, the go idess of cradles, who 
watched over infants in the darkness; and 
their chief protector- most honored by the 
Aztecs—the Mexican Mars, or terrible uar 
gud, Huitziiipotcbtli. This was tiie mighty 
power «dio, according to their traditions, 
became the protector of the race, conducted 
them through the years of their pilgrimage 
from tiie unknown Atzian, and finally set­ 
tled them safely on the spot where they 
founded tlie great City of Mexico. To him 
they raised that superb temple, the ttiri- 
bie Toooalli, which the Spaniards destroy­ 
ed, and which Prescott tells us was com­ 
pleted by tfie father of Montezuma II., 
King Ahiiitz* tl, and consecrated by the 
blood of 


SIXTY THOUSAND HUMAN VICTIMS 
Whose living hearts «‘ere torn out and 
offered to the god. 
His stature «as of 
gigantic size, in the posture of a man seated 
on a bine bench, from the four corners of 
which issued enormous snakes. 
H is fore­ 
head was blue, over his face and the back 
of his head he wore golden masks, and his 
crest was shaped like the beak of a bird. 
On his neck «as a collar of ten human 
hearts. 
In his right hanil he bore a club, 
huge and twisted ; in his left a shield, on 
wliicli appeared five balls of feathers dis­ 
posed in the form of a cross, while from 
tiie upper part arose a golden flag witli 
four arrows, which the Mexicans believe 
were sent from heaven with which to per­ 
forin his glorious victories. 
His body was 
girt with an enormous golden snake, and 
adorned with various lesser figures of ani­ 
mals made of gold, silver and precious 
stones. 
When war was contemplated this 
god was implored for protection, and to 
him «'as offered a greater number of human 
sacrifices than to any other deft/. Two 
days before liis annual festival an idol 
represen'ing him was made by the Sacred 
Virgins, of grains of parched corn and 
seeds of beets mixed with honey and the 
blood of children. This they clothed with 
a splendid dress and seated on a litter, and 
on the morning of the festal day the figure 
«•as borne in solemn procession around the 
streets of the City of Mexico, and then 
carried to the temple, «'here they had pre­ 
pared a great 
quantity 
of 
the same 
paste 
of 
seeds 
and 
babies’ 
blood, 
from which the priests also made an 
idol, called “ The flesh and bones of 
Huitzilopotchtli.” After certain ceremoni­ 
als, the linage was sacrificed exactly as were 
hum an beings at other times, and the body 
«•as broken into small bits, which «'ere dis­ 
tributed among tiie people, who received 
them with tears, fear ami reverence, and ate 
them, as if thev « ere the flesh and bones of 
the god him self; and those who liad sick 
folks at home carried them some of the sa­ 
cred pieces with great devotion. This ex­ 
traordinary ceremonial was no coinage of 
the early Spanish priests, but is spoken of 
by the Indian historian as “ a communion 
which the devil himself, tiie prince of 
pride, ordained in Mexico, to counterfeit 
the Holy Sacrament, centuries before the 
Christian religion had been heard ol.” 


SOME ANCIENT TRADITIONS. 
Of these burial pyramids of San Juan 
Teotihuacan (the W estminster Abbey of 
the Toltecs) there are many curious tradi­ 
tions. Space forbids the recital of hut one 
of them, concerning the reappearance of the 
Sun and Moon alter the regeneration of 
the hum an race. Omecihuatl, wife of the 
god Ometenctli, after having borne many 
children in heaven, happened at one time 
to bring fortli a knife of flint, which her 
enraged children flung to the earth, when 
lo ! from its fragments sprang sixteen hun­ 
dred heroes. Immediately they petitioned 
their mother to grant them power to create 
men for their servants. 
But she declined 
to aid her children, and sent them io the 
gudofh ed, who, she declared, would fur­ 
nish them with a bone o r one of the men 
«•lio liad perished in the general destruc­ 
tion of the race. She ordered them to 
sprinkle this fragment with their blood, 
and from it should spring a human pair to 
regenerate the species. One of the heroes, 
whose name was Xolotl, departed on the 
dangerous errand, and having obtained the 
gift iron» tlie infernal deity, hastened oil 
precipitately for fear he might repent the 
present. So rapidly did lie return to eartli 
that he accidentally fell and brokethe hone. 
Nevertheless, he returned to his brothers 
with the fragments, and placing them in a 
vessel, they sprinkled the precious relics 
with blood drawn from their bodies. On 
the fourth day there appeared a boy ; and 
after three days more, during which the

days had been extinguished in the gen­ 
eral ruin. Therefore one day the heroic 
brothers 
assembled 
on 
the plain of 
Teotihuacan, where they built a huge fire, 
and, kneeling before it, declared that the 
first who threw him self into the Hames 
should have the eternal glory to be trans­ 
formed into a stin. The boldest of the 
multitude, 
Nanalntatzin, 
immediately 
leaped into the blaze and descended to 
h e ll; when, after a short period, the sun 
arose in the east! 
But scarcely had he ap­ 
peared above the horizon when lie stopped. 
The remaining brothers sent a message to 
the orb, desiring him to continue his 
course, but he politely declined to do so 
until he should see them all put to death. 
As may well he imagined, this was not 
agreeable to the band of 1,599, and not a 
few manifested their displeasure openly. 
One seized his how and shot an arrow, 
which the sun escaped by dodging ; others 
made equally passionate but fruitless dem­ 
onstrations, and thus it went on till the 
lum inary, tired of the sport, Hung hack one

and

relatives, committed suicide. Before the 
heroes perished, however, they consider­ 
ately bequeathed all their clothes to their 
servants—the offspring of the boy and girl 
born from the bones of hell—and even as 
late as the period of the conquest many an­ 
cient garments 
were preserved by the 
Mexicans 
with 
religious 
care’ and 
veneration, under the belief that they were 
the dying gifts of the heroes who had re­ 
stored the lost sun for the benefit of the 
race. A similar fable pertains to 
THE ORIGIN OF THE MOON. 
Before the final sacrifice of the sixteen 
hundred, another person of the same as­ 
semblage followed the example of his 
brother, Xanabuatzin, and threw himself 
into the flames. But the strength of the 
fire had declined, and as the voluntary vic­ 
tim burned with a paler flame, he was glo­ 
rified only by the humbler dignity of 
Moonship. 
On the plain which had been the scene 


■ of this wonderful incantation, the descend- 
j ants of the miraculously-originated “ serv­ 
a n ts” consecrated temples to tiie Sun and 
the Moon, and the Pyram ids were doubt­ 
less the bases of shrines and altars to their 
worship. 
In the principal temple of Teo- 
tilinacan four priests dwelt constantly, who 
, were remarkable for the virtue and austerity 
: of their lives. Their dress was of the most 
j ordinary stuffs, and their food was confined 
: to one loaf of maize weighing two ounces, 
1 and a single cup of gruel of tiie same 
grain. Every night two of these devotees 
kept watch,offering incense, singing hymns 
to the gods, and shedding their own blood 
on the stones of the tem ple by piercing 
their flesh with thorns. These fastings and 
vigils continued tour years, except during 
a monthly festival, when they were per­ 
mitted to indulge in as much food as they 
desired, hut. while preparing for the brief 
period of enjoyment, were obliged to un­ 
dergo additional mortification. At the end 
of four years they retked from the temple, 
and a:i equal num ber supplied their places, 
to endure the same sufferings, and in honor 
thereof to receive the same respect and 
homage from the people and their sov­ 
ereign. 
But high as «as the recompense 
of tneir virtues, tiie punishm ent for vice, 
or for violation of chastity, was equally 
severe. If the crime was proved, alter a 
strict investigation, the culprit was beaten 
to death, his body burned, and nis ashes 
scattered to the winds.

THE WOBKINGMEN'S COMPLAINT. 


A correspondent the other day suggested 
that in our criticism 'of the habits of many 
laboring men, we failed to take into ac­ 
count the manner in which the California 
farmer treats his “ help.” 
They are very 
often required to sleep in hav-staeks or 
bam lofb-; to furnish their own bedding, 
and to shift tor themselves as I>est they 
m ay during " ofl' hours.” 
They are not 
treated, in short, as is the “ hirer! man” 
at the East, hut are debarred the house 
and tlirowu upon the cross-roads rum-mill 
for amusement and places of low character 
for entertainment. 
T hat is all true, and 
in our criticisms we distinctly stated that 
there was just such a side to the question. 
We are fully aware of all the facts, and 
have 
been, by observation, from 
the 
earliest 
period 
of lalior 
agitation 
in 
^the 
State. 
The 
California 
farm­ 
er 
is 
greatly to 
blame, 
no doubt : 
he does not treat ilia employe, in very 
many cases,as well as hedoes his horse. Hut 
this does not change the view we originally 
took. 
It is no excuse for the workingman 
of to-day squandering his earnings in 
drink, 
It is to be added that one of the 
causes that have led the California farmer 
into his bad habit regarding his ‘‘ help,” 
is the conduct ot that “ help.” 
In the 
earlier day- when “ hired men” werescarce 
and “ help” difficult to find, the farmer was 
compelled to take up with a wandering class 
infected with all the restlessness and un­ 
reliability of the laboring man in this 
State at an early day, when wages were 
high 
aud 
laborers 
very 
few. 
The 
labor supply floated. 
It drifted 
from 
mine to valley, (rom new diggings to old, 
and it went oil' in a body on even- fresh 
rejwirted discovery of placers, no m atter 
how distant. 
The loose habits of sucli a 
life unfitted the men for the farmers’ fire­ 
side, and so the custom came alxnit of 
treating them with distrust, and relegating 
th em to out-honses and hav-staeks. 
Even 
then the farmer was driven to the necessity 
of employing Indians to aid him, indiffer­ 
ent as such labor always was. 
In short, 
the roving, drinking, gambling habits of 
the earlier laborers here made them a 
most undesirable class on the farm. 
Pres­ 
ently the Chinaman presented himself, 
content to live anywhere and anyhow, and 
the California farmer seized upon the op­ 
portunity to utilize his labor. 
That labor 
fastened upon him, and with it all the 
conditions and vices that attach to it. 
W hen white laborers became more plenti­ 
ful and stable, they were forced into com­ 
petition with the Chinese, and driven to 
abandon the field or to live as do the 
coolies. 
That contamination, discourage­ 
m ent and incompetency resulted, is not to be 
wondered at. 
The white worker saw little 
hope of becoming anything better than a 
drudge when forced to 
compete with 
the Chinaman, and naturally his habits 
did not improve. 
W ith the decadence 
of the mining fevers, the decline of the 
stock ranges, and with the rapid settiement 
of the country, there came other laborers 
from the East, and these were met at once 
by the Chinamen. 
The latter we class 
among the heathen, the former as the re­ 
sult of better civilization, though thev 
early became victims to the vices of our 
free-and-easy system of living, and went to 
the cup, which at least the heathen avoid­ 
ed. 
The better civilization of the white 
did not make him more reliable than the 
Chinaman, and hence the difficulty we who 
wish the Chinamen out of the country 
meet to-day. 
It is just as well to face the 
tru th and speak it. The Chinese must go» 


and all that, but the white workers must 
reform 
the ways of such as encumber 
the class. The employing class will r.ot 
tolerate their vices. 
It will have that 
labor upon which it can rely. 
W hen Chi­ 
nese labor ceases to come to us, its place 
will be supplied by an industrious, sober, 
res]»eetful and saving class. There are 
plentv of sucli workers in the world, and 
California’s demand for them will bring 
them here. The competition theu will be 
lietweeti elements equal as to race and civ­ 
ilization, and the soberest, most industrious 
and frugal will win the places ready for 
them, and along with them the confidence 
and trust of the employers. 
U ntil then, 
and 
while the displacement 
goes on, 
the employer class will suffer. 
There 
is 
no 
disguising 
this 
fact. 
These 
men, 
meet 
them where 
you 
may, 
will 
one 
and 
all 
reply 
to 
your 
inquiry, “ Yes, I want a white man in­ 
stead of a Chinaman to do the labor I 
have to give. 
Hut i want a reliable white 
worker. 
I want one who will stay with 
me, take an interest in mv manufactory, or 
farm, or the work I have in hand ; one 
that will not turn up drunk in the very 
hour of all others I need him most. 
1 
want one who will eome to his task fresher 
on Monday morning, than he left it Sat­ 
urday night. 
I want one, in short, I can 
trust.” 
We use the usual form of reply 
and employ as nearly as is possible the 
language hourly used by the employer 
class. 
Proofs are la-fore us of recent in­ 
stances where the white laborer, given 
the place of the Chinaman, has, by intoxi­ 
cation, disappointed the employers and 
caused them heavy 1<>--. O ther proofs are 
cited of work given to the artisan, who 
has farmed it out to tiie 
Mongolian. 
Of 
course 
these 
are 
examples 
of 
human 
meanness 
and 
selfishness 
and 
vice. 
They are to be expected in the 
transition that is going on. 
They should 
not and must not justify the retention of 
the Chinese labor element. 
Better the 
free 
w hite 
man 
with 
deceit, 
and 
the 
maltreatm ent 
of 
workers 
hv 
employers, than the elimination of white 
labor and the total substitution for it of 
the degrading and non-assimilative Chi­ 
nese element. 
It is a question of civiliza­ 
tions and of homes. 
As a recent writer 
lias said, it is not a question of making 
America an asylum for the people of the 
world, but a m atter of m aintaining a re­ 
public, and teaching the world the possi­ 
bilities of a free people and of American 
civilization. 
And so 
it is .the duty 
of the white workers to inaugurate a re­ 
form among themselves. 
It is their duty 
to purify their class, and rid it of that 
which now curses it. 
It is their duty to 
deserve and to refuse to lie burdened with 
the consequences of the vices of a portion 
of their kind. 
If the Chinaman is to go, 
it will be when the assurance that we can 
give employers something better. 
U ntil 
employers feel that assurance, the anti- 
Chinese 
movement will 
move slowly. 
There is a lack here now of laborers, in 
special roles, who are competent. 
It will 
take time to supply the demand. 
In the 
one line of cooking skill alone it mast be 
accepted t hat we can only by degrees sup­ 
ply the places of the Chinese. So, too, in 
certain classes of hard labor, trial proves 
that our white laborers that are not yet 
equal to the tasks Chinamen have been dis­ 
charging. 
Many laborers at command in 
California are not accustomed to such 
tasks. 
Yet at the East the same kind of 
work is performed almost wholly by Cau­ 
casian laborers. 
The present incompe­ 
tently of so much of our available laboring 
force— and which should not justify the 
hasty judgm ent that the Chinamen cannot 
lie supplanted—is largely due to the fact 
that the Chinese have so crowded the 
workers out that largely the competent 
have departed, invitation is not extended 
to Eastern eomiietencv to eome in, and 
such workers as we have are debarred the 
opportunity of qualifying themselves,while 
at the same time a large portion of them, 
by contact with Mongolian laborers, have 
been led to accept the false and dangerous 
sentiment th at labor is degrading. The 
anti-Chinese agitation must continue ; the 
displacement of Chinese labor must go on ; 
but let us not proceed so rapidly, and to 
such extremes, th at a revulsion of feeling 
will ensue, and the opponents of the move­ 
ment be afforded the pretext of an oppor­ 
tunity for saying that the Chinaman is> 
after all, a necessity to us. 
Plenty of com­ 
petent white workers will develop, hut not 
in a day. 


THE POPE'S LETTEE. 


The New York Times, after a careful 
perusal of the Pope’s encyclical letter, 
comes to the conclusion that it means pre­ 
cisely what the dispatches indicated, and 
ii|>on which hypothesis we commented on 
the significant character of the letter, some 
weeks ago. Says the Times: “ Accepting 
at their full value all those passages in 
which the Pope maintains that the Church 
of Rome is the friend and defender of real 
progress and true freedom, and allowing 
due weight to his declaration that in re­ 
spect to ‘ civil regulations of one kind or 
another there is room for disagreement 
without harm,’ this solemn letter of in­ 
struction and guidance to the prelates of 
the Church still has one clear meaning. It 
Is an authoritative direction to Roman 
Catholics in whatever country, but partic­ 
ularly in such countries as by liberal and 
constitutional forms accord them the right 
to assist in shaping and m aintaining the 
Government, to act prim arily and unitedly 
as Roman Catholics. 
‘ Nevertheless, in 
the first place,’ runs the letter, ‘ let con­ 
cord of wills lie preserved, and a likeness 
of things to I* done sought for ; and each 
will be attained the best if all shall con­ 
sider the admonitions of the Apostolic See 
as a law of conduct.’ 
To the Catholic 
citizens of America this means that the 
Constitution and the political traditions of 
the United States are to be respected only 
so far as they are in accord with ‘ admoui- 
tions’ from Rome.” 
The full text of the letter is before us, 
and 
if it 
is to 
have any effect at 
all. it will be to draw the line sharply 
between Catholics in ivditics, and all those 
who keep their political faith clear of 
priestly mandates. 
The letter opens with 
a 
review of 
the civilizing 
and 
re­ 
fining influence of the Church “ wher­ 
ever 
it 
sets 
its 
foot.” 
The 
Pope 
then 
proceeds 
to say 
that 
in 
these 
latter days a new law is promulgated, “ de­ 
scribed as the outcome of a world fully 
developed and born of a growing liberty.” 
lie adds that no bettor method has yet 
been discovered for ruling the State than 
that which is the natural result of the 
teaching of the Cospel. By this we take 
him to mean the religion of the Roman 
Catholic Church, and nothing else ; not 
merely an accepted code of morality as the 
substructure of the laws and systems of the 
State. 
He declares “ there can lie no pub­ 
lic power except from God alone.” 
As the 
Church of Rome claims to be the mouth­ 
piece of God, it follows th at its dictates 


are, in the Pope’s view, the safest councils 
for the State. 
It is the duty of the State, 
he holds, to care for religion and foster it, 
and to institute nothing incompatible with 
its security. 
Taken alone, this means tol­ 
eration of the broadest character; but, 
when taken iu connection with tiie imme­ 
diately following sentences, it means that 
the only religion that should lie fostered 
and protected Is the true religion—and 
that that is the religion of the Roman 
Church. 
W hich is the true religion, lie 
declares, is easily discoverable from the 
truths of prophecy, the abundance of 
miracles, the rapid spread of the faith and 
the testimony of the martyrs. 
“ From 
which it is evident th at that is the only 
true religion which Jesus Christ instituted 
Himself, and then intrusted to His Church 
to defend and to spread. 
For the only be­ 
gotten Son of God set up a society on 
earth which is called the Church, and to it 
He transferred th at most glorious and di­ 
vine office, which H e had received from 
Ills Father to be perpetuated forever.” 
So it is “ the Church ” and not the State 
that “ should be man’s guide to heaven, 
and it is to her that God has assigned the 
office of watching and legislating for all 
that concerns religion, of teaching all na­ 
tions, of extending as far as may lie the 
borders <>f Christianity ; and, in a word,of 
administering its affairs without let or 
hindrance according to her own judgment.” 
Hut the Pope proceeds to say that God 
has divided the charge of the human race 
between the ecclesiastical and the civil— 
each greatest in its own kind. 
Things 
pertaining to tlie civil affairs of men 
should belong wholly to the civil power 
and those relating to the souls of men to 
the eeelesiasitical power. 
T hat constitu­ 
tion of a State is to be commended, there­ 
fore, th at properly divides these things. 
The civil laws should be obeyed, because 
they are the power of Ciod manifest 
through men. 
Hut when, he adds, the 
philosophy of the Gospel governed the 
State, when the priesthood and govern­ 
ment were united by concord and a friend­ 
ly interchange of offices, then the power 
and divine virtue of Christian wisdom 
penetrated into the laws and institutiots 
and manners of the peoples. 
He then 
traces the philosophy of government tiiat 
le i to the exclusion of the Church from 
all the affiihs of State, and declares that 
out of sucli a false philosophy springs 
“ certain propositions of unbridled lib­ 
erty.” 
And here we quote in full from the 
letter, which is of great length, and can 
therefore he further considered only in 
subsequent articles: 
Thence came the principies and foundations 
of the new law which was unknow n before, and 
is out of harm ony, not only w ith Christian, but 
also, in more than one respect, w ith natural 
law. Of those principles the chief is that one 
which proclaim s that all men as by birtli and 
nature they are alike, so in every deed through­ 
out their lives arc they equal,* and each is so 
m aster of him self that in no way «loes he come 
under the authority of another; that it is for 
him freely to think on w hatever subject he 
likes, to act as he pleases; that no one else has a 
right of ruling over others. In a society founded 
upon these principles governm ent is only the 
will of the ¡«copie, which as it is under the 
power of itself alone, so is alone its own proper 
sovereign. 
Moreover, it chooses to whom it may 
intrust itself, but iu such a way that it transfers, 
not so much the right as the function of the 
Government which is to be cxercise«l in its 
name. God is passed over in silence, as if either 
there were no Uod, or as if He cared nothing lor 
hum an society, or as if men, w hether as indi­ 
viduals or in society, owed nothing to God, oras 
if there could lie any Government of which the 
whole cause and poq'er and authority did not 
reside in God Himself. In which way. as is 
seen, a state is nothing else blit a m ultitude, as 
the mistress and governor of itself. And since 
the people is said to contain in itself the foun­ 
tain of all rights and of all power it w ill follow 
that the State deems itself bound by no kind of 
duty toward God; that no religion should be 
publicly professed; nor ought there to be any 
inquiry, which of m any is alone tru e ; nor 
ought one to be preferred to the rest; nor 
ought one to be specially favored, but to 
each alike e«iual rights 
ought to 
be as­ 
signed, with the sole end that the social order 
incurs no injury from them . 
It is a part 
•of this theory' that all questions concerning re­ 
ligion are to be referred to private ju d g m en t; 
that to every one it is allowed to follow which 
he prefers, or none at all, if he approves of nouc. 
Hence these consequences naturally arise : the 
judgm ent of each conscience is without regard 
to law, opinions as free as jsissible are expressed 
concerning worshiping or not worshiping God, 
and there is unbounded license of thinking and 
publishing. These foumlations of the State be­ 
ing adm itted, which at this tim e are in such 
general favor, it easily appears how unfavorable 
a position the church is driven to. 
For when 
the conduct of affairs is in accordance w ith the 
doctrines of this kind, to the Catholic nam e is 
assigned an equal position with, or even an in­ 
ferior position to, that of alien societies in the 
State; no obedience to ecclesiastical law, and 
the church which, by the com m and and m an­ 
date of Jesus Christ, ought to teach all nations, 
fiuds itself forbidden in any way to interfere in 
the instruction of the people. Concerning those 
things which are of m ixed jurisdiction, the 
rulers of the civil power lay down the law at 
their own pleasure, and iu this m anner haughti­ 
ly set aside the most sacred law s of the church. 
Wherefore they bring under their own jurisdic­ 
tion the m arriages of Christians, deciding even 
concerning the m arriage bond, concerning the 
unity and the stability of m arriage. They take 
possession of the goods oi the clergy because 
they deny th at the church can hold property. 
Finally, they so act with regard to ih e c n u rc h 
that, with the nature and the rights of a perfect 
society being removed, they clearly hold it to 
be like the other associations which the State 
contains, and on that account, if she possesses 
any legitim ate m eans of acting, she is saiil to 
possess that by the concession and gift of the 
rulers of the State. 


THE CITRUS FAIR AGAIN. 


The citrus fair to be opened here Jan u ­ 
ary 11th will be a month too late. 
But it 
is better to hold it then than not at all. 
Sacramento is the place of all others for 
it. There should be no jealousy on account 
of locality. 
It is the most central, when 
all the routes of travel are taken into con­ 
sideration. 
Besides there is just now a 
large excursion travel from the East com­ 
ing into the State, and these Eastern vis­ 
itors can be taken in bodies, even during 
the stoppage of trains, and shown what we 
can do at this season in this line. Another 
year the fair should be held as early as the 
1st of December. 
W e suggest that the 
present organization he continued, with 
power to open a citrus fair here next year 
at the projier time. 
Though oranges have 
lieen 
largely marketed 
for 1885, still 
enough remain to insure a fine exhibit. 
There should be felt a personal resjionsi- 
bility by every one in this matter. 
Great 
successes are usually the result of com­ 
bined small efforts. 
Let no one who has 
any citrus exhibits, however small, feel 
that it is a m atter of no consequence 
whether he or she sends them in. 
Let 
all manner 
of 
nuts, oranges, lemons, 
limes, prunes, etc, grown in northern and 
central California be exhibited, not only 
fresh 
from 
the 
stem, 
but 
in 
the 
varied forms of preparations into which 
they may have lieen worked. 
The affair 
can be made a complete success by a very 
little effort on the part of the many. 
The 
fair means a great deal for the Northern 
and Central sections, anil the opportunity 
now offered should not be allowed to pass 
by unimproved. 
The N orthern and Cen­ 
tral counties should make a special effort 
to aid the fair. All its expenses have been 
guaranteed by our people, the rates of 
transportation have been placed at a low 
figure, and nothing remains but for indi­ 
vidual and immediate effort to be made. 
Sacramento has no greater interest in the 
m atter than has any other place in all the 
region to be represented. It is an unselfish 
work, and intended to benefit every part 
of this N orthern and Central region. It is 
simply a question of a pull all together. 
On this subject the San Francisco Alta of 
yesterday well says: “ If it be not too late 
to secure a proper exhibit, there is much in 
the proposition to hold a citrus fair at Sac­ 
ramento next month. Eastern people need 
to be taught that the orange grows in 
commercial quantities clear to N orthern 
California, for they associate climate with 


production, and the Central and N orthern 
parts of the State have not had their just 
share of immigration, because those who , 
wish to escape the rigors of Eastern winter j 
have followed the only California orange j 
they have heard of.” 


THE MORMON PLOT. 


NEW PUBLICATION S. 


Nothing more beastly and infamous in 
the way oi plotting the injurvr of others 
has lieen disclosed than the scheme of the 
Mormon lechers to entrap the United 
States officials of Utah. 
It appears that 
they hired women of the town to come to 
Salt Lake City and set their nets for these 
officials, and if they succeeded in captur­ 
ing them, they were to be well rewarded 
for their infamy. 
The plot failed, and now 
the women are liefore the Courts “ giving 
away ” the whole plan. 
It makes “ nice ” 
reading, to be sure, but it so clearly illus­ 
trates the “purity” of the religion that jus­ 
tifies the lust of the Mormon saints, that it 
is right to make public the disclosures- 
Here are men, who claim to lie vicegerents 
of the Almighty, going about with harlots 
and seeking to entrap men, that they may 
have it to say, “ See, these too are adulter­ 
ers.” 
If there remained any doubt about 
the Mormons having lieen concerned in 
other infamous schemes to rob men of char­ 
acter. as well as of life, it is now disjielled. 


T iie proposition in Senator Edmunds’ 
new polygamy bill, to make either husband 
or wife a eoni]«etont witness one against 
the other in prosecutions for bigamy or 
polygamy, is a good one. 
It will go a long 
way toward solving the question of the 
prosecution of polygamous Mormons. 
It 
is also a wise provision th at proposes to 
open all records of marriages to official in­ 
spection. and to require that a record shall 
lie made of every m arriage ceremony per­ 
formed in the Territories. 
W hile we can­ 
not approve the declaration in any hill 
that proscribes t he right of women to an 
equal voice among the governed in direct­ 
ing the policy of the Government of which 
they are citizens, the provision in the Ed­ 
munds bill prohibiting women in the Ter­ 
ritory of Utah from voting must be ap­ 
proved. 
For they are not free-will agents 
in the matter. 
The infamous system of 
registry, by which every voter is “ spotted,” 
and every ballot cast is numbered to corre­ 
spond with his or her register on the poll- 
sheet, renders the women voters of Utah the 
slaves of the churchly “ bosses” who dic­ 
tate local policies. 
Woman suffrage in 
I tab is a sham, and the sooner it is blot­ 
ted out the better. 


S o m e hundreds of w hite eigarmakers 
are now en route to California to displace 
the Chinese eigarmakers, who mistook their 
strength aud struck, recently, against man- 
facturers employing any white laborers at 
all. This State will not find any great diffi­ 
culty in securing skilled laborers to take 
the place of the Chinese, so soon as it is 
known in the East that there is an oppor­ 
tunity for permanent employment here at 
fair rates of reward. 
So, too, our present 
labor supply, so far as it is unskilled or 
unaccustomed to the labor the Chinese 
have lieen performing, will adapt itself, as 
rapidly as can be expected, to the new sit­ 
uation. 
If our people will but have pa­ 
tience, the m atter of displacement will be 
quietly and effectually worked out in the 
interests of American laborers. 
All we 
need is some forliearance, some patience, 
some liberality, and unlimited jierseverance 
in the effort to make it unprofitable for 
the Chinese to continue to migrate to 
these shores.

fornia press will train its reporters to the 
exercise of observant «inalities in matters 
beyond the confines of prisons, I’oliee 
Courts, crimes and scandal, there will be 
dispatched East news of higher interest to 
the people and some probable benefit to 
the State, for the Eastern budget is most 
largely abstracted from the locals of the 
press of the State. 


I t is right and proper that a people 
should manifest any discontent they feel 
over the act of a public‘servant. 
Hut tiie 
practice of hanging the officer in effigy, as 
was done in the ease of Senator Payne, of 
Ohio, on the 22(1 instant, is brutal and 
wholly disreputable. 
An intelligent peo­ 
ple slfcmld find other and more decent 
methods of expressing their feelings. Such 
manifestations as th at in the case men­ 
tioned only tend to brutalize, and are ex­ 
pressive, not of cahn judgm ent and deliber­ 
ate disapproval, but of rage, passion and 
undue beat, and as a consequence defeat 
the very end sought to be attain ed ; for 
tliev disgust sober, thinking men, and 
create sympathy for the party thus assailed 
rather than arouse 
indignation against 
him for his political course.

He rode through the streets of W indham tow n— 
” H o ! h o ! for the day of peace is done, 
And the day of w rath too well begun! 
Bring forth your grain from your barns and 
m ills; 
Drive down your cattle from ofl- vour hills ; 
For Boston lieth in sore distress,’ 
Pallid with hunger and iong d u ress; 
H er children starve, while site hears the boat 
And tram p of the rcd-eoats in every street.”

presents in a convenient form, and at a 
very moderate cost, a survey of the written 
literature of all ages and all peoples, anil 
comprises biographical sketches of the men 
who. by their writings, have made a dis­ 
tinctive mark in the history of hum an cul­ 
ture, together with such’ extracts from 
their writings as are sufficient to give an 
adequate representation of the character­ 
istics of the authors. It is not merely a 
collection of “ Elegant Extracts ” or “ Gems 
of T hought” culled from writings which 
have conic to be classics in their various 
languages. The names of some men ap­ 
pear who were great, not absolutely, but 
only relatively. Such men, for example, 
as Diderot. Erasmus and I’aine, whose 
works exerted a powerful influence in 
their own day, and thus upon aftertimes. 
Throe very large aud fat volumes of 
quarto form come from the Government 
printing oftice, and contain the second, 
third and fourth reports of the United 
States Geological Survey to the Secretary of 
the Interior by J. \Y. Powell, the Director.

S e a r c h i n g f o r a L o s t M i n e .—A corre­ 
spondent of the Florence (A. T.) Enterprise 
w rites: 
For the past few weeks there lias been 
(¡uite an influx of prospectors from New 
Mexico passing through this place, bound 
for some gold pilacers situated near Fort 
Reno, about sixty miles from here. 
It is 
impossible to find out just where they are 
going; they are very mysterious in their 
words and actions; all ot them have charts, 
maps, etc., of tbe country; none of them 
have been there before. 
Last week R. S. 
Sanders, who was at one time Deputy 
United States Marshal of New Mexico, 
passed through this place en route to the 
same placers, 
lie said it was reported in 
his camp (Malone, N. M.) that som eone 
iiad found the old Adams diggings near 
Fort Reno. 
It had caused quite an excite­ 
ment, and consequently many prospectors 
were turning their course this way. 
Every 
one in this country has heard how Adams 
and his companions, many years ago, were 
piloted to rich placers by a Mexican. They 
remained three days, the party washing out 
$43,000 in gold. 
At the end of three days 
the Apaches attacked them and killed ¿1! 
but three, Adams and two of his white 
companions escaping. The party traveled 
by night, and on the eleventh night came 
out at some point on the Gila in New Mex­ 
ico. They were perfectly bewildered and 
could hardly locate themselves. Although 
Adams made several attempts to find these 
diggings again, he was unsuccessful, and 
died in Las Animas, Col., a few years ago. 
He described the place as a small stream 
about one mile in length, surrounded on all 
sides by very high mountains, the stream 
running the «listance named and sinking, 
the ravine being so very deep that it was 
impossible to see the stream from the top 
of the mountains. In traveling at night, 
in a zigzag way, trying to avoid the Indi­ 
ans, it was impossible for him to go back 
the same way. Some who have passed 
through think they will find them.

Thursday’s weather was, as a general 
thing, exceedingly unpleasant, clouds and 
rain prevaiPng, and the ladies finding it 
difficult to do their Christmas shopping. 
Many of them donned their gossamers and 
faced the storm bravely, hut others post­ 
poned it from hour to hour, until finally, 
when they had made up their minds to go 
out in the evening, the rain fell unceasingly 
and the purchase of presents had to be 
given up. 
It was unfortunate for the mer­ 
chants, who had expected a fine day’s 
trade, and which they undoubtedly would 
have had. The storm appears to have been 
general in the upper [mrtion of the State, 
but the figures given below show a great 
difference in the rainfall at places but a 
few miles apart. A'esterdav morning all 
the rivers were reported to he booming, 
and the Sacramento, at Middle Creek, be­ 
tween Redding and Delta, was higher than 
it had ever been before. Sergeant Barwick 
gives the following concerning the weather: 
The rain of Thursday evening was a con­ 
tinuous one. with occasional heavy show­ 
ers. Those between 7 and S o’clock were 
the heaviest, there being half an inch pre- 
cipated in that time. 
During the storm of 
Thursday evening there was measured 1.85 
inches, and up to 8 o'clock last night there 
was 1.91 inches—5.25 inches for the month, 
and 16.69 inches for the season, as against 
12.70 inches to an equal date last vear. 
The rainfall for the entire season of 
1884-5 was 16.58 inches; the present season 
so far is 16.69 inches, which eives us .11 of 
an inch more rainfall up to the present 
time than had fallen during all of last sea­ 
son, and at 7 o’clock last night it was rain­ 
ing heavily at San Francisco.

barometer prevails along the entire Pacific 
coast, with southerly winds, and cloudy 
and rainy weather prevailing.

propaganda of profane humor has been 
powerful only as a literary curiosity, and 
its effects are as fleeting as those of any 
other mere amusement that is flavored 
witli a spice of sin.

woman, but we fancy that when troubles 
beyond mortal strength to bear came to 
her she was as glad as the humblest to re­ 
sort to the only comfort that transcends the 
resources of this world.—[San Francisco 
Alta. 


C hile G irls in a N ovel V ocation. 
The street-rar managers of < bile have 
added another occupation to the list of 
those in which women may engage, and 
use them as conductors upon their cars. 
The experiment was first tried during the 
recent war with Peru, when all the ab e- 
bodieil men were sent to the army, and 
proved so successful that the practice of 
their employment has become permanent, 
to the advantage, it is said, of the compa­ 
nies, the women and the public. 
It is very 
odd to see a woman with a bell-punch tak­ 
ing up fares, and tiie lirst impression is not 
favorable, but a stranger becomes accus­ 
tomed to this as to all other novelties, and 
concludes that it is not such a bad idea 
after all. 
The Chilean is as rough an individual as 
exists; lie is haughty, arrogant, imperti­ 
nent and abusive. There is mors intem­ 
perance in Chile than in any other of the 
South American States, and consequently 
more quarrels, fights and murders; but it 
is said that the female conductors áre sel­ 
dom disturbed or interfered with in the dis­ 
charge of their duties, and when they are 
the rule is to call a policeman, who stands 
at every corner, to eject the obstreuerous 
passengers. 
The conductors, or conductoresses, are 
usually young, and sometimes quite pretty, 
being commonly of the mixed race—of 
Spanish and Indian blood. They wear a 
neat uniform of blue flannel with a jaunty 
Panama hat and a many-pocketed white 
pinafore reaching from the breast to the 
ankles, and trimmed with dainty frills. In 
tlies» pockets they carry small change and 
tickets, while hanging to a strap over their 
shoulders is a little portmanteau or shop­ 
ping bag. in which is a lunch, a pocket 
handkerchief, aniljsurpius money and tick­ 
ets. Each passenger, when paying his fare, 
receives a yellow paper ticket, numbered, 
which he is expected to destroy. 
The girls are charged with so iu*ny tick­ 
ets, and when thev return to headquarters 
they are expected to return money for all 
that are missing, any deficit being deducted 
from their wages, which are $£'> a month. 
As an additional check upon dishonesty 
spotters are placed along the line, who hop 
upon the car as it passes, count the passen­ 
gers, write the number down in a memor­ 
andum book, and jump off again. A few 
blocks further on another spotter repeats 
the job, and these books are compared by 
the chief inspectors to see that the returns 
of the conductors correspond. 
The greatest annoyance to the girls is 
from the young mashers, who follow the 
cars carrying the pretty ones, and chat 
with them on the platform. These fellows 
are called mosquitoes here, because they 
buzz and hop and jiester people so. 
Xot 
long ago a comic paper in Valparaiso pub­ 
lished a cartoon showing a street-car sur­ 
rounded by insects, which bore the faces 
of young men about town. Some of the 
fashionable dudes who obtained this no­ 
toriety were so chaffed at the clubs by 
their companions that they retired into 
seclusion for a time until their mortification 
subsided.—[Correspondence of the Chicago 
Tribune.

A t the scaffold MeDeriuot w asaccom - 
danied by a Catholic priest and H am ilton 
bv an Episcopal m inister.

the people w ere getting very im patient over 
th e daily burglaries and highw ay robberie-, 
and the apparent im potency of th e Courts 
of crim inal justice.

fast approaching. 
On m e Dili or July. 1851, three nven,W iu. 
15. Robinson, Jam es Gibson and Jo h n 
Thom pson, about 3 o’clock in th e after­ 
noon, 


K N OC K ED DOW N AND BOBBED, ON L ST R E E T , 
Between F ourth and Fifth, a m an from 
th e Cosutunes, nam ed Jam es W iisou. T he 
perpetration ot the crim e was witnessed by 
several, and the oilenders soon arrested. 
T he new s ¡lew from m an to m an w ith the 
rapidity o f the burning brand sent forth by 
a Scottish T hane w hen calling his clan to 
arm s. 
Before 4 o’clock m ore than a thou­ 
sand m en had surrounded the station- 
house. 
V iolent speeches were m ad e ; the 
crow d organized w ith Demas Strong in the 
ch air and David B. M ilne as Secretary. 
A ju ry of eleven m en was im paneled, and 
sent to the O rleans Hotel to h ear testim ony 
and announce a verdict. 
The ju ry could 
no t agree, but reported the testim ony to 
th e people, and asked tim e untii m ore evi­ 
dence, one w ay or th e other, could be ob­ 
tained. 
T his the people declined, but at 
th e suggestion of R ightm ire. one o f the 
ju ro rs determ ined to give the prisoners 
seventy-five raw hide lashes each, and then 
tu rn them over to th e civil authorities. 
Speeches were m ade for and against it, but 
upon the Judge pledging him self th at he 
w ould call a special term of the Court, it 
was agreed that they should be indicted 
and tried on the following M onday. The 
special term com m enced at the appointed 
tim e, and the parties were indicted for rob­ 
bery. 
The 
com m onw ealth’s attorneys 
M cKune, M onson and Sunderland, insist­ 
ed upon a venire for a petty ju ry , and that 
the 
trial 
should 
proceed 
forthw ith. 
T he defendants’ 
attorneys, M anchester, 
Tweed 
and 
Bong, 
objected 
and de­ 
in m ded 
tim e 
to 
prepare, 
at 
least 
tw o weeks. 
The’ 
Judge thought that 
un d er the circum stances it w ould behest 
for all parties that th e trial should proceed 
at once, but th at if defendants' counsel in ­ 
sisted, he felt it his duty to grant them 
tim e, and set th e ease for the followin 
T hursday, an d the prisoners were sent 
back under a strong guard. 


T H E STA TIO N -H O U SE WAS IM M ED IA TEL Y SUR 
BO UN DED , 
A new m eeting organized, another ju ry 
selected, and a com m ittee appointed to 
wait upon the prisoners' counsel, an d in 
form th e latter th at if their clients were 
no t ready to be tried before th e Court th at 
day there was a jury outside the Court­ 
room th at was not only ready and willing, 
but intended to proceed w ith the trial, and 
had a posse com ¡Mus to support its action. 
Counsel had changed their m inds and were 
quite ready, so th e prisoners were taken 
into Court again. 
H ere counsel filed a 
protest th a t they had only consented from 
fear 
o f 
th eir clients’ 
lives, 
and in ­ 
sisted on tim e. T he Court stated its views, 
calm ed dow n the listeners, and set the 
trial for M onday. T he prisoners dem anded 
separate trials. 
On M onday R obinson’s 
trial com m enced, and ended on Tuesday, 
w ith a verdict of guilty, and assessed the 
p u n ish m en t at death. 
A t th at tim e the 
ju ry 
fixed th e grade of 
punishm ent. 
On the 10th Gibson v.as convicted, w ith a 
sim ilar punishm ent fixed, and on the 18tli 
Thom pson also. 
On the 21st o f Ju ly Judge 
■\Villis sentenced all three to be hanged on 
th e 22d of A u g u st 


T H E 1 R ISO N E R s’ STA TEM EN TS. 
T he prisoners, w hile in jail and upon the 
scaffold, m ade som e confessions, which 
m ay b e epitom ized as follows: 
They all 
agreed th at Carothers. one of the four 
charged and found guilty, but w hom the 
ju ry recom m ended to im prisonm ent and 
w as sentenced for ten years, was innocent 
—in fact, th at he was only accidentally 
w ith them . 
Robinson’s real nam e was W illiam B. 
H eppard; he was .12 years of age and a 
native of New York City. 
H e said the 
worst he did was to agree w ith the other 
tw o to get W ilson's m oney from him and 
divide i t ; but his original intention was to 
have won it by gam bling, and not to have 
taken it by force. H e was so startled when 
Thom pson knocked W ilson down 
and 
jerked the bag of dust out of his pocket 
and threw it to him (Robinson) that he 
ran off w ith it w ithout thinking, and 
w hen lie heard the officers and people in 
pursuit he hid himself, because he was 
afraid they would not believe his history 
of the affair. 
Gibson saiil his real nam e was Janies 
H am ilton ; he was from Londonderry, liad 
been transported for robbery, was guilty of 
this one but thought the punishm ent too 
revere, particularly as he was only an aid 
in carrying out a plan o f R obinson’s ; it 
was true lie liad com m itted other robberies 
in this State and som e other crim es in San 
Francisco, but th ey were not w hat he was 
tried and found guilty of.

Robinson planned the robbery when they 
were drinking w ith W ilson in the m orn­ 
ing : ho was pretty tight, and we tried to 
m ake him m ore so; he was ju st in from 
the m ines, and Robinson coaxed him to go 
w ith us to see som e se ñ o ritas; I knocked 
tnui down and took th e m oney w hilst Gib­ 
son held him ; gave the bag to R obinson 
and he ran off w ith it and kept it all.

In studying th e lives o f the various 
m usicians, said A gatha Tunis, in a recent 
article in St. Nicholas, the m usical work of ¡ 
each succeeding one seems richer and 
rarer than th e last, so th at each tim e we 
are tem pted to exclaim anew, “ H ere is the 
noblest m usician of them all.” 
B ut if we 
w ere to explore the w hole realm of m usic, 
we should alw ays return to Beethoven as 
the greatest of tlie m asters, the one suprem e 
genius w ho lias created 
the sublituest 
strains w hich have ever stirred the soul. 
The early life of this great m an, like th at 
of so m any geniuses, was far from happy. 
So obscure was his fam ily that it was w ith 
som e difficult}' th at the date of his birth 
couid be ascertained. 
On Decem ber 111, 
1770, T.udwig van B eethoven was horn in 
the little village of Bonn, G erm any. 
The 
fam ily was very poor, and the father, a 
cruel,"dissipated m an, was only anxious to 
m ake m oney out of his son’s extraordinary 
power. 
W hen Budwig was a very little 
bov, he alw ays lingered by the piario w hen 
his father played, and liis greatest happi­ 
ness was to be taken on his father’s lap and 
to be allow ed to pick out a m elody on ihe 
piano. 
W hen a little older and obliged to 
practice, he often worked, as so m any of us 
have toiled, w ith tears in his eyes, and 
frequently had to be driven to the piano. 
Tlie child's d islik e ,to the instrum ent was 
probably ow ing to his father’s unreasona­ 
ble treatm ent, for in after life no trouble 
nor care was too great for the m aster to 
spend over his beloved art. 


j m usic w ould not m ake th e true m usician 
! w eep; it should strike tire from h is eyes 
¡ rath er th an tears; and surely it burned 
¡ w ith tinquen liable flam e in his ow n fiery 
soul. 
E arly in his career he felt a terrible 
shadow creeping over his life, and at last 
he was forced to recognize that no help 
could lighten it. 
A cruel and pathetic fate 
was now his, for lie slowly found it m ore 
and m ore difficult to hear, until, in the 
year 1800, Be becam e quite deaf. 
For a 
long tim e he struggled against his doom , 
keeping ou t o f society am i grow ing m ore 
despondent. 
H is anguish was so keen that 
he alm ost despaired; he w ould allow peo­ 
ple to th in k lie was rude or absent-m inded 
rath er th an ask them to repeat a rem ark. 
All through his later life he carried an ear- 
trum pet and a book and pencil. 
T his 
affliction m ade it m uch less easy for people

Beethoven was sent for a tim e to a school, 
w here he received Ju st ruction in Latin and 
som e of the more com m on branches, hut 
before long he gave his whole attention to 
m usic. 
W hen at school he was very sliv, 
m aking few friends, anti alw ays leaving 
them a* a chance to hear a strain of music. 
Soon liis gifts attracted the attention of 
Van den Eeden, organist to th e court, who, 
out of love for his art, offered to teach the 
child. 
H e laid the foundation of Beetho­ 
ven's m usical education by drilling him 
in the works of Sebastian B ach. 
T he 
young pupil m ade m arvelous progress on 
th e organ anti p ian o ; in his eleventh year 
he could 
play B ach’s 
“ W ell-tem pered 
C lavier” w ith a pow er and ease beyond 
m any of the first pianists, 
lie had begun 
to compose w hen only nine, and in h»s 
fifteenth year he was appointed organist to 
the electoral chapel. 
In 1787 Beethoven m et Mozart at Vienna. 
After hearing tlie boy im provise, Mozart 
said: 
“ P ay attention to h im ; he will 
m ake a noise in the world som e day.” 
A t 
this tim e it neede»! no urging to induce 
Beethoven to play, but in after life it was 
alm ost im possible in society to drive him 
to the piano. 
In 1792 Beethoven again w ent to V ienna, 
then the center of all m usical culture in 
the G erm an-speaking w orld; M ozart's in ­ 
fluence still lived w ith the people ; H ayiln 
him self gave B eethoven instruction ; and 
Mozart, Gluck, H aydn and Bach were the 
idols of the nation. 
It was m usic, music, 
everyw here; it was p art of the a-b -c of 
every one’s education, and to hear the best 
m usic was alm ost as necessary to the culti­ 
vated people o f th at day as was a know l­ 
edge of the alphabet. 
To V ienna, then, Beethoven traveled, 
there to perfect him self, and to w in bread 
and fame. 
H e left very w arm friends in 
Bonn, w ho predicted the greatest success 
for th eir favorite. 
They even expected 
him to outshine H aydn and M ozart, so 
strongly had lie inspire.! them w ith belief 
in his power. 
On arriving at V ienna, he 
placed him self u n d er th e tuition ot H aydn, 
w ho set him to studying B ach's style, 
whom he calls the “patriarch of harm ony.” 
B eethoven was, ot course, very |>oor 
when lie began his career in V ienna; but, 
though lie lived in a w retched little garret, 
he soon attracted tlie attention of the most 
powerful people in tlie city. 
H e hail the 
m ost wonderful faculty for draw ing jieoplc 
to him . 
It was som ething m ore th an liis 
m u sic ; for, as has been said, lie was very 
reluctant to play for people; it was not 
ow ing to any charm of m anner, as he was 
eccentric, 
and his behavior 
was often 
brusque even to rudeness. 
Y et lie fasci­ 
nated alm ost every one lie m et. 
Every 
one wished to be liis friend am i to rem ain 
his friend, in spite of any differences which 
m ight arise betw een 
them . 
H is 
face, 
though full of strength and spirit, could 
no t be called pleasing; he paid little atten ­ 
tion to liis dress and outw ard appearance; 
he was extrem ely aw kw ard in all his 
m ovem ents; yet he had the aristocracy of 
V ienna at his feet. 
U ntil now, an artist 
had been held by the nobility as little bet­ 
ter than a servant, but Beettioven treated 
the peer and the peasant w ith equal cere­ 
m ony, and by his course m ade it im possi­ 
ble for any artist to ever sutler such inso­ 
lence from those above him in rank as 
m usicians before his tim e had been com ­ 
pelled to bear. 
In 1819 Beethoven began to keep house, 
am i a sa d kim l of hom e he had. 
H e was 
like a child in the hands o f servants and 
landlords, and rarely found him self at 
peace w ith either. 
H e constantl v changed 
his lodgings, and seldom had tim e to get 
things settled in a house before in was 
necessary to m ove again. 
It was seldom 
that a servant staid m ure than a few weeks, 
and the house frequently took care of 
itself. 
H is room was generally a m odel of 
confusion. 
Letters strew ed th e floor, and 
th e rem ains of his last meal, sketches of 
liis m usic, books and pictures covered the 
chairs and tables. 
Som etim es it w ould be 
weeks before he could discover a m an­ 
uscript 
w hich he sorely nee»!ed. 
lie 
broke nearly everything lie touched, and 
som etim es upset the ink in the piano. 
H e 
loved to bath, and frequently w ould stand 
pouring w ater over his bands, shouting his 
m usic; if an y m usical idea occurred, lie 
would rush to the table and note it down, 
splashing water over everything in the 
room . 
Every day, w hatever the weather, 
B eethovan took a long w alk; he had his 
favorite haunts around the city, and nearly 
all his m usical ideas cam e t<’> him in the 
woods or meadows, am id the trees, the 
rocks and the flowers. H e was never w ith­ 
out a little book in which he wrote down 
any thought w hich seized h im ; and then 
at hom e tlie th ought w ould grow into a 
song or sym phony. 
H e thought no labor 
too great to spend on his a r t ; from day­ 
break till din n er at 2 o’clock, h e worked 
steadily, alw ays giving every care to tlie 
sm allest d e ta il; som e one has said his 
sym phonies arose like a p lant o r like a 
tree, and we th in k so ourselves w hen we 
find it was a com m on thing for him to re­ 
write a bar a dozen tim es. 
After he had 
once finished a work, however, he couid 
not be induced to change it. 
T his is w hat 
m ight be called hard work, and w hen we 
rem em ber th a t he supported him self by 
playing and giving less.ins, we can see tluit 
his w as a busy life. 
In his im provisations, 
he touche»! the deepest em otions of the 
heart. Czerny tells us th at he drew tears 
from people, often forcing them to sob 
aloud. T his power, lie says, was due even 
m ore to his m arvelous expression than to 
his ideas. 
W hat a picture he m ust have 
been w hen at d u sk —liis favorite hour for 
plaving—lie flooded liis little room w ith 
m usic; his face aglow w ith love of the 
strains w hich possessed him , iiis sm all 
body gri’Wing larger and 
larger till 
it 
seemed to m atch the size o f the giant spirit 
w ithin! 
H e passionately loveil everything 
connected wipi his a r t : the very instru­ 
m ent on w hich he piayed was sacred. 
In 
dedicating his m any works, we never find 
him inscribing them w ith em pty com pli­ 
m ents to K ing or Prince, in order to receive 
position or m oney; he had »onsecra:ed him ­ 
self to h is art, and all his com positions 
were dedicateil to loving friends or to 
lovers of m usic. 
W ith B»»thoven, it was 
all for love. 
Perhaps m uch of th e effect he produce*! 
was due to his sm ooth, or legato, style of 
playing. 
H e disliked the disconnected, or 
staccato, playing, w hich he called “ finger 
dancing,” and said th at only by legato-play­ 
ing could the piano be m ade losing. 
H e 
alw ays obliged his pupils to so place their 
hands on the key-board th a t the fingers 
wtne raised as little as possible. 
H is own 
fingers were broad at tlie ends, from long 
practicing. 
H e was quiet an d rapt when 
at the piano, rarely m aking a m otion ; hut 
we are told that when «^inducting an or­ 
chestra. fcis m ovem ents were violent. 
A t 
the diminuendo he would gradually crouch 
lower and lower, till he dropped entirely 
out of sight, rising slowly during the 
crescendo, w hen he would alm ost ju m p into 
the air. 
W ith hi» pupils he had th e sweet­ 
est patience, repeating a correction over 
and over again ; h e would alw ays forgive a 
wrong note, but woe to th e pupil who 
failed to give the rig h t expression to a 
phrase or bar, for this the m aster thought 
indicated a lack of soul, and this he would 
not forgive. 
H e ' 
■'times 
said 
th at 


to talk w ith him , and drove him m ore and 
m ore to seek emir»* solitude. 
This, though 
the great, was by no 
m eans 
the only 
trouble th at cam e upon him . 
líe adopted 
a nephew as his -on. a ril m ade great sacri­ 
fices for Id - sup*..li t and tsiucation ; but the 
young m an grew up ungrateful and dissi­ 
pated. and wa- a source .if sorrow to his 
benefactor as long as Beethoven lived. The 
deceptions practiced on him by th is boy 
m ade him suspicious ol others: an d so we 
find him in »*oustaut difficulty w ith his 
friends. 
K now ing how true and loyal the 
m aster was at heart, they often endured 
m uch, rath er than break w ith h im ; hu t 
som etim es the m ost loving coulil endure 
his treatm ent no longer, and withdrew 
tlieir friendship. 
W hen lie realized that 
lie was i:i the wrong, Beethoven would 
overw helm him self w ith reproaches, and 
m ake tlie most generous atonem ent for the 
m istakes he had m ade. 
H e also suffered 
during liis laicr years from a lack oí appre­ 
ciation, som e of liis w orks being played to 
em pty houses; indeed, n o th in g seem ed to 
go sm oothly w ith him . 
On tlie ’id of December, 182U, he rode 
w ith tiis nephew in an open carriage d u r­ 
ing a severe storm , and took a heavy cold. 
T he youth was sent for a doctor, but, ow­ 
ing to the neglect of the w retched hoy, the 
doctor did not arrive u n til som e days after 
lung fever had set in, and it was too late to 
cure the patient. 
H e ilii'd in m uch pain, 
w hile a furious storm was raging through­ 
out the city. 
Schubert was one of the pall- 
biNirers at his funeral. 
Few have been tru er to an ideal than 
Beethoven. 
“ N othing is good,” he says, 
“ but to have a beautiful, good soul w hich 
one recognizes in all things, am i belore 
w hich due need not hide oneself. 
One 
m ust be som ething if one w ould appi’nr 
som ething.” 
H is m odesty e»juale»l 
his 
genius, 
in dedicating his beautiful “ A de­ 
laide, ” to the au th o r o f the poem, be begs 
to be forgiven for attem pting to set such 
beautiful \vor»ls to m usic, only w ishing 
th at he had the power to give a w orthy 
fram e to such poetry. 
H e w rites shortly 
before his d e a th : 
“ I feel as if I had w rit­ 
ten scarcely m ore th an a few n o tes;” and 
again he sa y s: 
“ I hope still to bring a few 
great w orks into the w orld.” 
T h is was 
w orthy of the au th o r of the n ine eternal 
sym phonies ; eternal, for so long as m usic 
lives, so long the creations of Beethoven 
live. 
No school nor fashion can disturb 
their sway. 
H e spoke to the h e a rt; he fell 
from th e heart; his sufferings sound in his 
m usic; it was necessary th at hesliuold suf­ 
fer, or lie could not have touclieil, as lie 
lias touched, every thought and em otion 
th at can be expressed in m usic. S h u t off 
from people, alone with his own suffering, 
sensitive spirit, lie wrote the divine strains 
w hich have in them m ore of heaven than 
earth.
